The SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent has to-day made a full and care- 
ful poll of the Senate and in spite of the re- 
luctance of Senators to discuss a matter 
which must ultimately beconsidered in exec- 
utive session; found less than a dozen 
who hesitated to predict Judge Gresham’s 
confirmation practically without opposition. 
Those who did not join in tnis prophecy 
simply declined to expressany opinion what- 
ever.

Of the sixty-four Senators seen at the 
Capitol to-day fifty-four concede Judge 
Gresham’s nomination without even a 
struggle.

The Commis 
sioners, upon their arrival here, expected to 
secure the sugar bounty of about $5,000,000 
for at least one year, but Secretary Foster 
soon convinced them that such a provision 
would prevent the ratification of the treaty 
by the senate. The provisional government 
itself appears to have} foreseen this result, 
as it promptly dispatched a special 
agent by the steamer following the one 
which the commissioners salled on witha 
Special concession regarding the bounty, 
which, underthe terms of the treaty, will 
not be paid to Hawalian planters. 

Chairman Thurston and one or two ot the 
commissioners will leave foi Honolulu prob- 
ably about Maren s. They will carry the first 
news of conclusion of the treaty and hope to 
secure the prompt acquiescence of the Pro- 
visional Government. The important fact

Tuesday next the Republican House 
bas for a special order the resolution 
by Seaton, of Atchison, to declare the 
Populists’ seats Vacant unless those mem.

This afternoon Representative Seaton de- 
clared that he would urge its adoption and 
thought it would certainly carry. If it does 
the Populists will be in a sad predicament 
unless the courts come to their rescue. They 
will of course refuse to recognize the 
Republican House organisation until the 
courts have passed upon its legality. In the 
meanwhile the Republicans, if Sédton’s reso- 
lutions carry, will mandamus the Governor 
to compel him tocall special elections in 
each of the fifty -eight Populist districts. 

The Republican members will be left alone, 
and the entire fight will be made in the Popu- 
list legislative districts. Populist speaker 
Dunsmore said to-day that the Legislature 
would adjourn and go home before thé su- 
preme Court could decide the test cases. He 
said he thought all the bills it was intended 
to pass would be rushed through this week.

Federal troops of Argentina. There are 
many cases where extreme cruelties have 
been inflicted, The Federal Government has 
sent word from Buenos Ayres that the op- 
pressions will be discontinued if revolution- 
ists will disarm, but the rebels declare stoutly 
that they will not lay aside their guns until 
they are guaranteed protection from the 
vengeance which Gov. Ruis will attempt to 
wreak should he get them in his power. 

Discontent seems to be spreading to all 
parts of Argentina. The troubles in Cor- 
rientes which have so long occupied the at- 
tention of the authorities in Buenos Ayres, 
are being supplemented py exhibitions of 
disquiet in other sections. 

A dispatch from Salta, the capital of the 
Argentine province of that name, says that a 
combination has been formed by the leading 
men which has for its object the ousting of 
the governors of those provinces, These are 
rich provinces and there isaspirit of inde- 
pendence among the people. They will not 
long submit to oppression and should there 
be occasion for it they would not hesitate to 
start a revolution. 

It wasin Tucuman that the independence 
of Argentina from Spain was first promul- 
gated in 1816, andin the capital of that prov- 
ince the first congress was held. Shoulda 
revolution break out there it would prove 
far more serious than any which the govern- 
ment of Argentina has had to deal with in 
recent years. 


IN LEAGUE WITH THE KING OF DAHOMEY. 

HaMBORG, Feb. 18.—During the recent cap- 
ture by the French of the harbor of Weidah, 
belonging to the possessions of the King of 
Dahomey, the agents of three Hamburg 
firms, Goedelt, Woelber & Brohm and Joss & 
Barth were arrested by the French authori- 
ties and their factories closed up, forthe 
reason that they had furnished arms to the 
King of Dahomey. They are still under close 
surveillance, although they have been re- 
leased from prison and their factories re- 
stored tothem. The French are in earnest 
about their advantages in Dahomey, which 
they are determined to maintain.

RIO GRANDE DO SUL. 


SUCCESSFUL REVOLT AGAINST THE RULE OF 
GEN. CASTILHO. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Feb. 18.—The sup- 
porters of Gov. Castilho have been defeated 
in battle. Castilho was sent by the Brazilian 
Government to rule the Province of Rio 
Grande do Sul, which adjoins Uruguay. The 
provincials did not like him and ordered him 
to return to Rio de Janiero. He found a fol- 
lowing, however, and being supported by 
troops sent down from the North bas main- 
tained his government. 

The people of Rio Grande do Sul want to be 
either independent of Brazil or to be united 
with Uruguay. As they are geographically 
and by customs and prejudices separated 
from Brazil political union cannot last long. 
Their sympathizers in Montevideo have been 
informed that Gen. Saralvi, who commanded 
the Federal troops, gave the Castilhistas 
battle not far from the Uruguayan border and 
gained the most decisive advantage which 
hasyet been obtained. Many soldiers who 
have been fighting for the Castilhistas cause 
deserted after the battle and joined the 
forces of the Foederalists. The latter now 
announce that they will march against Porto 
Alegre, the capital, and that the revolution 
will not end until Castilho is ousted from the 
governorship and expelled from the 
country. There is nothing in

Prof. Halsey C. Ives, Director of the Art 
Department of the World’s Fair, gave an in- 
teresting lecture on theart side of the Fair, 
at the Museum of Fine Arts last night. The 
auditorium was packed full and extra fold- 
ing chairs had to be set up in the alisles.

Ives said that upon the art exhibit proper he

BETWEEN sr. LOUIS AND TEXAS POINTS

ARTON IN ROUMANIA, 


Parts, Feb. 18.—The Panama scandal has 
reached the point where all depends upon 
the arrest of Arton. The aversion of the 
Government to capturing a man who pos- 
sesses such damaging evidence of the bribery 
of 104 deputies, has been revealed ih a 
stronger light by the publication of the story 
of his life in Bucharest while the Paris police 
were supposed to be doing their utmost to 
catch him, Thefirst eveningafter his arri- 
valin Bucharest :Arton passed ata music 
hall, where he became acquainted with Lilli 
Merz, the principal song and dance artist of 
the resort. Heintroduced himself as a Ger- 
man prince traveling incognito, and threw 
money about sq lavishly that he at once won 
her favor. 


They lived openly in elegant apartments 
and Arton bought the woman a carriage and 
pair, and subsequently drove with her dally 
in public parks. Three days after his arrival 
he was the most conspicuous civilian in the 
Roumanian capital. His enormous expendi- 
ture of money ‘and his intrigue with Miss 
Merz was the subject of gossip in all the 
clubs. He made no effort to disguise himself 
but wore the same closely-cropped beard and 
the same striking garments which he had af- 
fected in Paris. The Bucharest police were 
so sure of his identity that they at once 
telegraphed a description of him to Paris and 
directed to him the attention of the French 
Embassy, but they received no answer from 
either source. Arton m the at- 
tention of the gay world for three weeks, 
spending 20,000 francs on his paramour. H 
left to return, he said, on Maren 1. Upon 
leaving he gave the Merz woman 6,000 francs’ 
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a question of money.

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THE FOERSTEL INDICTMENTS. 


The return by the Grand-jury of seven 
indictments against ex-Treasurer Michael 
Foerstel on charges of embezzlement of 
public money isa signal victory for the 
forces of law in this city. When avity 
official at the head of one of the party 
committees, a member of the po- 
litical push“ and backed by power- 
ful political influences is brought to 
the bar of justice to answer. for 
malfeasance in office a great stride has 
been made in the direction of law enforoe- 
ment. It shows the value of the fight 
made by the Post-DisPATCH for a change 
of menand methods in the administra- 
tion of criminal law. It is the first notable 
result of the change wrought by the last 
campaign and election. 

These indictments indicate the course of 
the Post-DIsPATCH with regard to the 
Treasury defalcation and the developments 
immediately following its discovery when 
we insisted that Treasurer Foerstel be held 
to strict accountability for the crimes com- 
mitted in his office and that a sweeping 
investigation of his conduct and of the 
conduct of all in any way responsible for 
them be made. 

The fact that these indictments have 
been returned proves how far short the 
Council fell, of its duty when, with the 
power to investigate and with the evi- 
dence of Foerstel’s guilt in its hands, it 
failed to remove him from office and con- 
sented to a practical exoneration of him. 
It demonstrates the shortoomings of the 
executive department in failing to attempt 
the enforcement of the law against an offi- 
cial responsible for the robbery of public 
funds. 

Fortunately the Grand-jury, under the 
impartial instructions of Judge Edmunds 
and the able guidance of Assistant Circuit 
Attorney McDonald, has prevented the 
slurring of the law by stanchly pursuing 
investigation to its legitimate conclusion. 
Its action brings the Foerstel case into the 
Criminal Court, where we are content to 
leave it to be decided according to the law 
and the evidence. 

Whether Mr. Foerstel be acquitted or 
convicted the whole object of the Post- 
DisPaToH in behalf of law enforcement 
and the guarding of official obligation will 
be attained by a full investigation and fair 
trial in open court.

THE CONSEQUENCES, 


The acquisition of the Hawaiian Islands, 
with a mixed and semi-savage population, 
will add another race problem to the one 
we have been trying to solve at home for 
more than a century. We have set for 
ourselves the task of governing people who 
cannot govern themselves and who cannot 
intelligently participate in our publié 
affairs. They are dependents, and must 
be treated as such, for no one proposes to 
confer suffrage upon the native and 
Chinese population. 

In other words a paternal government of 
some sort must be set up, regardless of the 
consent of the governed. The people must 
be taken care of like children to save them 
from their own weakness and incapacity. 
The form of this island government is yet 
to be determined, but of its character 
there can be no doubt. It will bea pluto- 
cratic paternalism, and the natives are to 
be cared for and kept in good health in or- 
der to keep up the supply of cheap labor 
for which the sugar planters are constantly 
clamoring. 

If the islands are governed from Wash- 
ington by commissioners appointed in 
the usual way, with no knowledge 
of the situation or the needs of the 
people, we shail see a repetition of the 
proconsular abominations which did so 
much to ruin the Roman republic. The 
men who own the plantations and all other 
valuable lands, numbering not more than 
a hundred, will inevitably get the 

ear of the authorities and the isl- 
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tights will have no representation 
Legislature, the Plutocrats will have their 
way even more completely than in Penn- 
aylvania or California. 

The consequences cannot but be disas- 
trous to the countsy at large because of 
the added strength given to the pluto- 
eratio, anti-popular cause. The nation 
will be committed by this act to lavish ex- 
penditures and an all but imperial policy. 
Under such a policy the anti-social influ- 
ences represented by men like Spreckels, 
Oarnegie and Stanford will thrive and pros- 
per as they never have before. This is not 
an alarmist view. It is one which every 
sensible man must take who calmly sur- 
veys the circumstances free from pluto- 
eratic prejudice or jingo sentiment. 


THE DE LESSEPS EXAMPLE. 


Although no definite announcement has 
been made by the French Government on 
the subject, it is accepted as a practical 
certainty that the sentence against the 


elder De Lesseps will never be executed. 


In response to the voice of sympathetic 
protest President Oarnot will doubtless 
save the great Frenchman from the pitiful 
fate of ehding his daysin disgraceful im- 
prisonment. 

There can be no caviling at the yielding 
of this much to popular clamor in behalf of 
De Lesseps. The extenuating circum- 
stances and the reasons for clemency are 
manifest in this case. None of the mean 
features of scoundrelism actuated him in 
lending himself and his name to the promo- 
tion of the Panama scheme. He 
was in a certain sense a victim 
of his own blind faith and enthusiasm 
and the greedy wiles of others. He is now 
a broken old man and the infliction of ex- 
treme punishment upon him would be in 
the nature of useless cruelty. It is natural 
that national prideand popular feeling 
should revolt at the humiliation of fallen 
greatness and that authority should yield 
to the demand for interference. 

But when this has been done concession 
has reached its limit. Those who would 
have had the court protect De Lesseps and 
would have him now cleared of all imputa- 
tion witbout regard to the law and the 
facts are recklessly unmindful of the obli- 
gations of right and considerations of 
public good. The conviction of De Les- 
seps, combined with the exereise of clem- 
ency, gives the situation the best possible 
turn. For when all extenuating circum- 
stances have been pleaded in favor ot the 
great engineer the fact remains that he 
consented to bribery and fraud. Justice 
therefore, although tempered with mercy, 
triumphed in his conviction, and the im- 
partiality of law, which respects neither 
person nor position, was signally vindi- 
cated. The De Lesseps example was worth 
its cost of French humiliation and uni- 


versal pity. 


A RECIPE FOR A FORTUNE 


Of a list of twelve millionaires who died 
in New York last year Mr. Astor and 
another man got their fortunes from real 
estate, and upon this fact a newspaper 
article has been based, showing that while 
banking is profitable ‘‘real estate is safest 
and surest.’’ The writer goes on to say: 
‘tWe hear loud complaints about the 
busdens imposed on real estate, but we 
forget that all areal estate man has to do 
is to invest his money with care and good 
judgments and then wait for other men to 
make his fortune for him.’’ 

This is beautifully true. All that is 
needed to acquire wealth in real estate is 
thé investment of money with care and 
good judgment. It is to be supposed that 
Mr. Astor and the other real estate mil- 
lionaire were both men of excellent judg- 
ment, though Mr. Astor must have in- 
herited the greater part of his millions. 
If the first of the Astors had not happened 
to stay in New York, but had gone on to 
Bungtown, the wealth of the Astor who 
died last year would have been very much 
less. It is not at all probable that John 
Jacob knew that New York would be the 
city that it is. He Just settled there, as 
any plodding, saving man might have 
done. He may have been avery shrewd 
man, but we have all known some worthy 
dunderheads whose real estate wealth was 
no more the result of care and judgment 
than it was of their stupidity. Their 
ticket in the lottery happened to draw. 
They knew nothing of lucky numbers. 

Men who have invested their money in 
railroads, in banks, or in merchandise, as 
wellas those whohave puttheir money 
into real estate, are all ‘‘ waiting for other 
men to make their fortunes for them.“ 
What canone man do without capable 
men to assist him?

The dedication of the new Public Library 
marks an epoch in the history of educa- 
tion in St. Louis. The institution is now 
housed in commodious and comfortable 
quarters and is provided with facilities 
which make it a model of its kind. With 
more than 80, 000 volumes and under the 
most intelligent and disinterested manage- 
ment the library is destined to be a greater 
influence than ever before in the growth 
and development of the city. 

The library now ranks as one of the best 
in the coyntry and in point of arrange- 
ment and convenience is second to none. 
Intelligence and ingenuity have been ex- 
hausted in providing for the wants of 
book-lovers and study has been made a 
temptation in the reading and reference 
rooms, The system for the delivery and 
receipt of books is designed to economize 
the time both of readers and the library 
attaches. “In its general features the 
library is ag nearly perfect as can be and is 
justly an object of pride to Mr. Crunden 
and his aids who have labored for it so un- 
selfishly and successfully. 

In its new quarters the institution will 
be a most efficient help to popular educa- 
tion and become what a public library 
should be~—a university for the people. It 
provides all that is necessary for the ac- 
quisition of a liberal education, so far as 
books contribute to culture,and the people 


ot the city should see that it never wants 


any thing which may maintain its high 
degree of excellence and improve it as new 
demands are made. It isa public work as 
important as any other and should be 
cheerfully sustained by those who cannot 
but see its advantages. 


THE publication of Queen Lilioukalani’s 
letter to the President places the hasty 
action of the administration on the Ha- 
waiian matter in a worse light if possible 
than before.

DECORATIONS OF THE BALL-ROOM AND 
FEATURES OF THE PARADE. 


Vice-President Stevenson win Go to 

| Washington With an Escort on a

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 18.—The decora- 
tions for the inaugural ball, to be held in the 
Pension Building the night of March 4, will 
be done at the total expense of $55,000. The 
Interior court of the building measures 126x 
626 feet, and ig 125 feet hich. The entire ceil- 
ing will be covered witha canopy of white 
and gold, requiring 10,000 square yards of 
material and 85,000 feet of rope to hold it tn 
ace. The whole surface of the great 
Walls will be draped in white, 
gold and red from the ceiling to the floor. 
Suk banners and bannerettes, gold trimmed 
and bearing hand-embroidered coats-of-arms 
of all the States, Territories and foreign 
Bations, will depend from the walls. The 
front of the upper gallery tier will be 
decorated with American and foreign flags, 
and the second tier will have small shields 
with silk fags. Silk plush, embroidered with 
silk and gold, will be draped in front of the 
first tier, with American flags furnish- 
ing a back ground for groups of 
ancient armor. Shields bearing the 
mames of the twenty-three Presidents 
and that of the incoming Vice-President of 
the Republic, surrounded by flags, will be 
Dune on the eight large columns, These 
columns are 70 feet high and will be banked 
do a height of 12 feet with palms and other 
Plants. Green vines will descend from the 
capitals of the columns a distance of 80 feet. 


The 153 columns supporting the galleries will 
be capped with floral pieces with de- 
pendent greenery. Green gariands 


will also be entwined with the draperies on 
the front of the galleries. An arch will be 


erected on either side of the court, which 
will be thirty feet wide and forty feet long. 
These arches will be elaborately decorated 
with flowers and the two band stands will be 
in tront ot them. The names Oleveland and 
Stevenson will be displayed on these arches 
tn electric lights

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 18.—The military 
part of the Cleveland inaugural ceremony 
will be imposing.

Nikola Tesla was born in Montenegro in the year 
1556. He was educated at Caristadt, Croatia, and 
stunted telegraphy and engineering at Buda Pesth. 

He came to America eight years since, and has 
—. his name famous throughout the scientific 
World. 

In his demonstrations, which have been given be- 
fore the most selentide bodies of America and 
Europe, he produces electric light without wires or 
globes, and other most remarkable phenomesa, 

The Tesia lecture will be such a demonstra- 
tion as St. Louis has hardly ever witnessed.

THE SUBJECT, THE EFFECT OF ATMOS- 
PHERIC AIR ON THE HUMAN RAUB. 


One Prize of $10,000 and Others of $1,000 
and $2,000 te Be Awarded—A Novel 
Method in Soienee Developing~—-Study 
of the Moon—Astrophysics. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—When Thomas G. 
Hodgkins of Setauket, N. I., gave $100,000, a 
short time ago, tothe Smithsonian Institute 
for the purpose of investigating the ‘‘nature 
and properties of the atmospheric air in con- 
nection with the welfare of man,’’ people 
generally imagined that the donor was a 
crank. Probably this impression was hard- 
ly justified. At ail events, the donation 
was accepted, and the scientific estab- 
lishment on which it was bestowed has 
finally decided what to do with the 
money. Cireulars will be sent broadcast with- 
in a fortnight all over the world, mostly ad- 
Gressed to universities and learned societies, 
offering a series of large prizes in cash for 
contributions to knowledge on the subject 
which was Mr. Hodgkin’s hobby. They wl 
be open to competition by all persons of 
whatever nation who may choose to try for 
them. 

The first prize offered is $10,000 in cash fora 
a written description of some new and im- 
portant discovery relating to atmosheric air. 
The subject may be considered in its connec- 
tion with meteorology, with health, or with 


any department of science. 

A prize of $2,000 will be offered for the best- 
written essay on the properties of atmosperic 
alr in its relation to natural science. Or, if 
preferred, the essay may discuss the proper 
direction of future research respecting the 
air, also indicating the ways in which that 
branch of knowledge is interwoven with 
other sciences. 

A third prize, of $1,000, will be awarded for 
the best essay of a popular nature on atmos- 
phericair, particularly in relation to phys- 
ical and mental health. This treatise may 
be 20,000 words in length. It should be writ- 
ten in simple language and be suitable to 
publish for popular instruction. 

It is worth explaining that the atmosphere 
~—through climate, elevation, etc.—has 
greatly modified man as an animal. It has 
affected his bodily form and stature, the 
color of his eyes, hair and skin, as well as his 
vigor, fecundity and length of life. Thus it 
has been chiefly instrumental in producing 
those varieties of the human species which 
are called races. It is atthe very bottom of 
those problems the discussion of which 
makes up the science of ethnology. 

Furthermore most of the arts and indus- 
tries of man depend upon the atmosphere, 
His dwellings, clothing andthe common oc- 
cupations of his daily life are controlled by 
the air which surrounds him. Its conditions 
of cold or warmth make him in the Arctic re- 
gions a hunter of furs, dwelling underground; 
in the temperate zone a farmer, dwelling in 
houses;inthe tropics a hunter of ivory, 
dwolling in open shelters that protect him 
from the sun. The primitive mythologies 
ofthe world are filled with imagery and 
theories derived from the atmosphere. 

Thus it will de seen that Mr. Hodgkins was 
not such a crank as the casual observer 
might imagine. He believed that the air was 
of the highest importance to man, both 
physically and mentally, and his gift was de- 
signed to stimulate scientific investigation of 
the subject by the best minds. The essays 
Offered in competition may be written in En- 
glish, French, German or Italian, and should 
be sent tothe secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Washington, before July 1, 1694, 
except those submitted for the first prize of 
$10,000, which may be delayed until Dec. 31, 
1894, 

A gold medal to be called the ‘‘Hodgkins 

Medal of the Smithsonian Institution,’’ will 
also be awarded every year or every two 
years for important contributionsto knowl- 
odge respecting the nature and properties 
of atmospheric air, or for practical applica- 
tion of existing knowledge on that subject 
to the welfare of mankind. Furthermore, 
special grants of money will probably be 
made to specialists engaged in original in- 
vestigation regarding the interesting gas by 
breathing which we live. Applications 
for cash allowances of this kind should be in- 
dorsed by some Institution. of learning and 
should be accompanied by at least one paper 
already published by the applicant. Such 
application, or requests, for further infor- 
mation should be addressed to S. P. Langley, 

Smithson ian Institution. 

All papers will be examined and prizes 
awarded by a committee to be appointed as 
follows: One member by the Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, one member by the 
President of the National Academy of 
Sciences, one member by the President pro 
tem of the American Association forthe Ad. 
vancement of Science; and the committee 
will act together with the Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution as member ex-of- 
clo. No prize will be awarded if, in the 
judgment of the committee, no contribution 
is offered of sufficient merit tO warrant the 
award. Mr. Hodgkins gave nearly $150,000 
additional to the Smithsonian Institation for 
whatever purposes it might elect. 

Secretary Langley of the Smithsontfan Insti- 
tution bas attained celebrity through his dis- 
coveries in a most interesting branch of 
astronomy which is entirely new. Until re- 
cently the only purpose of studying the 
heavenly bodies was to find out about their 
motions and the places they occupied in the 
heavens. But within the present generation 
a new branch of star-gazing has arisen, 
called ‘‘astro-physics,’’ the object of which 
is to discover how various planets affect the 
earth and the want of man ou it. In the case 
of the sun, the student in this line of research 
seeks to learn how that orb alters not only 
the seasons and the farmers’ crops, but like- 
wise the whole system of living things in 
this world. For it has lately been proved 
that this great fiery ball literally first creates 
all living things on the earth and then modi- 
fles them in every conceivable way. 

Having come to know that it does so, 
science is as yetignorent toa great extent 
as to how it does so. If this could be 
throughly ascertained, the knowledge would

OUR DOCILE GIANT. 


THE PROGRESS BEING MADE BY 
ELECTRICAL INVENTORS. 


On the electric street railway line in Utica, 
N. I., a special trolley-wheel is used for cut- 
ting accumulations of sleet from the over- 
head wire, the performance of which has 
been very satisfactory. It may be substituted 
for the ordinary troliey-wheel in a few 
moments, when necessary, and is a much 
more effective expedient than that of apply- 
ing tallow to the wire, as heretofore prac- 
ticed in such cases. 

A novel and successful method of illuminat- 
ing the floats ina night parade was recently 
employed in Wilmington, N. 0. Large num- 
bers of incandescent lamps were used, which 
were supplied with current by trolleys run- 
ning upon the overhead wire of the street- 
railway. Some ofthe effects obtained were 
strikingly beautiful, and were in strong con- 
trast with the dismal fallare which resuited 
from an attempt, in the Columbus night 
pageant in New York, to supply the lamps 
from storage batteries carried on the floats. 

The incandescent electric lamp continues 
to draw a great deal of public attention to it- 
self. Edison was supposed to have invented 
itand his claims were thought to have been 
well established by the decision of Judge 
Wallace givenin the famous suit some time 
ago. Now, however, another claimant ap- 
pears, brought forward by a Boston company 
engaged in the manafacture of lamps, against 
whom the owners of the Edison patents have 
applied for aninjunction. The Judge in the 
case found enough evidencein the testimony 
of eminent electrical authurities to refuse to 
grant the injunction and the probable out- 
come isa subject of earnest discussion in 
electricaland financial circles. Meanwhile 
another large company has brought outa 
lamp which it declares does not infringe the 
original Edison’s patents, although the Eadi- 
son people say it does. All of which goes to 
show the trouble of getting any adequate 
return from a great money-making inven- 
tion and the manner in which many lawyers 
rise to afluence and wealth. 

An experiment which may prove to be of 
great value in surgical operations has re- 
cently been performed. Local anesthesta 
has been obtained by electrical means. The- 
orists have prophesied this result for some 
time past, but until recently no proof 
of its accomplishment has been shown 
in practice. A Providence physician 
by the ad of a carefully con- 
structed electrical apparatus has produced 
local absence of sensibility on a patient suf- 
fering from a felon on a forefinger, sufficient 
to allow incising the felon without pain. By 
similar means in a case of tic-daloureux, an 
anesthetic effect produced cessation of pain 
in ten minutes, after which the pattent 
enjoyed sleep for the first time in two days. 

During the present winter electric heaters 
have been applied with satisfactory results 
toalarge number of electric street-cars in 
Canada and in the northern parts of the 
United States. Although electric heating is 
by no means an. inexpensive luxury per se, 
there are nevertheless many instances. of 
which the above is but one, where its con- 
venience of application without waste is 
more than sufficient to offset its increased 
cost. In large laundry establishments also 
electrically-heated sad-irons have been 
found to possess Many advantages. The 
iron is readily maintained for hours together 
at exactly the proper temperature to insure 
the best results, while the saving of the 
operator’s time in changing trons and run- 
ning to and from the heater is no inconsider- 
able item, 

The eleetrical condition of the cables in the 
subways in New York City, especially that of 
the high potential electric- lighting circuits, 
is sald to be very satisfactory. After three 
or four years’ use there appedts no indica 
tion of deterioration of the lead-incased 
cables, the elasticity of the india-rubber 
coating of the wires being apparently as per- 
fectas when the cables were first laid. To 
prevent injury to the lead from ammoniacal 
salts, which are sometimes present in the 
soll, the metal is alloyed with about 8 per 
cent of tin, and, in addition, is preferably 
coated with tin on the outside. The insula- 
tion of the high potential circuits is tested 
every week. 80 far as Known, there has 
never been an Instance of injury to the 
underground lines in New York from light- 
ning.

City will practically Qnish its work during 
the present year. Since January, 19699, over 
15,000 poles and 22,000 miles of wire have been 
cleared from over the streets of the city.

Active negotiations are going on between 
Chancellor Caprivi and the leaders of the 
Oentre party. itis reported that the Gov- 
ernment offers to readmit the Jesuits to Ger- 
many. 

The Centrist leader, Count von Ballestem, 
has started for Rome, taking with him the 
party congratulations to the Pope on his 
®@piscopal jubilee. He is also charged with a 
political mission—to ask the assistance of the 
Pope in healing the division in the Centre 
party on the army bill. 

In the meantime the popular agitation in 
ta vor ot the army bill is becoming acute 
throughout the Empire. Prof. Delbrueck to- 
day presided at an enthusiastic meeting in 
Berlin attended by 1,500 representatives 
of art, science and industry, at which 
resolutions were adoped in the meeting that 
the Reichstag effect an agreement with the 
Government on the army bill. Similar res- 
Olutions have been adopted at meetings hela 
at all the chief industrial centers of Ger- 
many. 

The revolt of the Agrarian party in the 
Reichstag and Landtag against Chancellor 
Von Caprivi’s commercial treaties and policy 
has been oratorically violent, but so far with- 
out practical result. The mainte- 
nance of the policy which he 
initiated is necessary to the Chancellor’s 
political existence. The past week’s de- 
velopments disclosed unexpected strength 
and earnestness on the part oftbe Agrarians. 
The debates in Parliament were a prelude to 
a great agricultural congress which opened 
to-day in Tivoli Hall, Berlin. Nearly four 
thousand delegates, representing all parts 
ofthe Empire, were present onthe opening 
of the congress. The windows of the meet- 
ing hall g were thrown open in 
order that a dense mass of 
people outside might catch something 
of what was said by thespeakers. Vivacity 
and eager interest in the subjects discussed 
characterized the vast audience. Herr Von 
Ploetz, in his opening address, referred to 
the depression in agriculture and ended 
with a call for cheers for the Kaiser and 
for the German Princes. The assemblage 
further testified to its loyalty by resolving to 
telegraph its resolutions to the Kaiser. 
Then a resolution was carried by 
acclamation which, while declaring 
that the farmers of Germany were 
prepared to make any sacrifice that would 
tend to secure the military strength ofthe 
Empire, affirmed that commercial treaties 
concluded with foreign countries jeopardized 
the existence of agriculture at home and 
that the conceding of further advantages 
to foreign imports would be intolerable in- 
jury to home industry and the Reichstag was 
therefore besought to refuse to assent to 
further reductions of customs duties, while 
bearing in mind the expediency of fostering 
the exportation of German produce.

TO FRIENDS OF LIBERTY. 


Address Issued by the Leaders of ths 
Irich Naricnal Party. 

Lovwpox, Feb. 18.—The following address 
has been issued dy Justin McCarthy, Timo- 
thy Healy and other Nationalist leaders: 

To Our Kinsmen and All Friends of Ireland in 
the United States, Canada and Australia: 

We have reached the most crucial moment in the 
history of Ireland’s long struggle for her rights. 
The premier ot England. the leader 
of the Government and of the 
party ruling the British Empire, bas 
brought in a home rule bill which forms, as whole, 
a broad, solid and enduring plan of national 
self government for Ireland. The bill offers to 
the Irish people a parliament practically free to 
deal with all of Ireland’s local affairs, and an exec- 
utive government responsible to that Parliament, 
and in addition the Irish people have, 
under the bill, the right to share by 
a delegation of eighty members in the Government 
of the Empire. In this as in other respects the 
settlement of 1893 places Ireland on a higher 
national plane than thas of 1886. 
It increases her place in the governments of the 
world and offers more solid guarantees of the 
honorable fulldlment of the great con- 
tract between her and Great Britain. 
The representatives of Ireland have 
accepted without hesitation the constitution pre- 
posed in the bill, as a fitting consummation of the 
sacrifices and labors of the Irish race for so 
many centuries. They believe they could 
regard the enactment ofthe measure asa final and 
trie mphaut close to a long, bloody and sorrowful 
struggle. O’Connor’s mighty movement for repeal 
broke under the strain of this want of proper 
parliamentary representation of the demands of 
Ireland. For a quarter of a century after his death 
the constitutional movement slept the sleep 
of death, while Tories and Whigs 
in the House of Commons found no 
remedy for a single one of the evils of their country, 
and accepted the rewards of perfidy and treason in 
well patd offices. 

In 1880 America and Australia threw themselves 
into the struggle. From that hour the parliament- 
ary movement never really iocked back. Aided by 
the generosity of our people and friends abroad, 
the cause at home found honest, faithful, courage- 
ous representatives, not one of whom, during all the 
stress of thirteen years, aecepted pay or place from 
the British Government.

Several years later on my return from Eu- 
rope, when I had to renew this lease, I went 
again to the Commodore. to his office in Bowl- 
ing Green, I doubled nis rent for the same 
property.

He hummed a moment, and then said to 
me: Sell everything you've got (but not 
this property) and buy Harlem stock. Mark 
me, Mc, I shall be as great a railroad King 
aslever was an ocean King, as you have 
chosen to call me.’’

On my return from Europe in 1858, having 
passed the greater partof the three years 
traveling with Mr. William B. Astor’s son- 
in-law, I was received most cordially by Mr. 
Astor, he asking me to dinner once or twice 
each week. Thoughaman over 60I found 
him most congenial, and interested not only 
in society but in horseback exercise and in 
discussing wines and dinners. He wasa ripe 
scholar, and one of the best conversational. 
ists I have ever met with; he was as full of 
the poetry of life as its prose, and would 
laugh heartily over my European experi- 
ences. When! hinted to him that he never 
allowed me to return his hospitality he 
laughingly replied: ‘‘Well, try it on; try it 
on. 


Iat once dia, for I invited Mr. and Mrs. As- 
tor to dine with meat the New York Hotel, 
improvising a dining-room for the occasion 
out ofa bedroom off my parlor. They both 
came to me. I gave them one of Cranston’s 
best efforts. They enjoyed the dinner in- 
tensely. Mr. Astor then sald to me, Keep 
this up, my boy, and you will soon hold your 
own with our best dinner-givers.’’ I have 
always felt great satisfaction in feeling that 
I never asked a favor from this accomplished 
and good man that he did not grant it. 

Lord Frederick Cavendish and Evelyn Ash- 
ley brought letters to Mr. Astor, who then 
entertained them royally. As I was going 
South tospend the winter in Savannah, he 
consigned these gentlemen to me, and they 
passed a month with meinthat charming 
city. Lord Frederick Cavenaish had a severe 
attack of fever while with us. I well remem- 
ber his asking me to send fora leach to at- 
tend him, and requesting me to give him a 
guinea on each of his visits,and the righteous 
indignation of the famous doctor at being 
termed a leach. 

The erase for newspapers of this young man 
was extraordinary. He would take a paper 
and in ten minutes cull from it all worth re- 
membering. Wedined at 8 and would sit 
over our wine untill or 2 in the morning. 
Ashley’s habit was always to take a five min- 
utes’ snooze at table, after which he was par- 
ticularly brilliaut. They enjoyed everything 
in the South, thought it was a charming spot 
to live in and assured me that what with the 
sport I gave them, with the glorious climate 
andthe pretty, timid Southern women, I 
made them feel that one could be as happy 
and contented and have as much of the good 
of life on a Southern plantation asin a coun- 
try house in England. Lord Frederick 
Cavendish often dweli on the happiness and 
contentment of the negro race, continually 
singing as they passed, he thought them the 
most contented, peaceful and happy peas- 
antry he had ever seen. 

Marshall O. Koberts was, in his way, quite, 
achardcter. While passing a summer at 
Saratoga he told metwo very characteristic 
stories of himself. ‘‘McAllister, let me tell 
you that there were but two men in New 
York that Commodore Vanderbilt was afraid 
of; those men were Commodore Garrison and 
myself. When Iwas running, with Morgan, 
a line of steamers to Nicaragua in opposi- 
tion tothe Commodore, causinga heavy loss 
to both of us, the Commodore one evening 
rang my ioorbelland was ushered into my 
parlor by my butler. Hetooka chair, drew 
itup close to me, gave mea searching look, 
clapped his hand on my shoulder and said: 
Roberts, my dear fellow, you are not looking 
well; 1 tell you, old fellow, you are 
looking badly; you want a change; you 
must have a change; Roberts, 
goto Europe; take your family and go to 
Europe and enjoy yourself; it will make a 
new man of you; it shall not cost you a dol- 
lar. J’ll give you the money myself. Rob- 
erts, tie up those boats of yours and I'll give 
you $25,000 a year to go to Europe on. 

With that, Roberts said, he got up, rang for 
his butler, had his candle lighted and wished 
Commodore Vanderbilt a very good night, 

saying: Commodore, if you wish to pass 
the night here, my butler will show youtoa 
room. 

He had hardly reached the door when the 
Commodore sprang up and shouted to him, 
Roberts, come back, put that candle down. 
I tell you, Roberts, IknowW you better than 
you know yourself. This worry is killing you. 
Go to Europe you must. I'll strain a point 
and give you $50,000 a year to go on. 

Up jumped Roberts again, lighted his can- 
dle, bade the Commodore good night, con- 
signing him to the care of his butler. Again 
he had fio sooner reached the door than he 
was called back, the Commodore increasing 
the bid each time until he got up to $20),000 
a year, when Roberts gave in, accepted his 
offer, tied up his boats and went to Europe. 
After Roberts had become avery rich man 
he went to Saratoga and took the most ex- 
pensive cottage at the United Stotes Hotel, 
in which he located himself and family for 
thesummer. Aday or two after reaching 
Saratoga he walks into the large dining- room 
of the United States and seats himself with his 
family atthe table that had been assigned to 
him, when, lo, and behold! to his horror, in 
came an Alderman of the First Ward whose 
reputation was not very savory and planted 
himseif and his lady directly opposite to him 
atthe same table; without saying a word 
this black-haired, quiet little man gave his 
wife a look; they both rose from the table, 
left the room and went to the office of the 
hotel, where Roberts demanded his bill. 

The clerk looked aghast. Heavens, Mr. 
Roberts, what has happened? We can’t lose 
you; why, we may as well close the house. 
What is the matter?’’ 

Make out my bill, make out my bill!’’ was 
the only reply he could get out of Roberts, 
who with rapid strides, made for his cottage. 

In the meantime the proprietor was called 
and with a large clerical force they followed 
Roberts and prayed foranexplanation. After 
an bumble apology Roberts returned to his 
dinnertable. The offending member was 
made to take another seat, butas he passed 
by Roberts on leaving the dining-room he 
gave him a look of contempt and scorn which 
Roberts told me he should carry tohis dying 
day.

The following narrative is, in all its essen- 

tial details, not only based upon the truth, 
but is an accurate statement of actual occur- 
rences. The gentleman who tells the story is 
well known and universally respected in this 
city and widely known throughout the coun- 
try. He is willing that his oxperience may 
be made public, in the hope that it may help 
others, and ouly stipulates that such fiction 
may be used as shall conceal his identity. 

Pem- 
brooke, and it will be premised that in one 
of the charges at Petersburg he received a 
musket blow on the head, which at the time 
seemed slight.

I first 
had painsin my head for a few days, but 
they came and went, and I paid but little at - 
tention to them. But finally one morning 
my man wakened me. He said I was moan- 
ing and groaning, ana he wanted to know if 
I was III. 


‘Ill? Why, I fairly shrieked with pain. 
My man ran at once for the doctor. He was 
gone half an hour, and when he got back 
with the physician I had my razor out. 

For a long time the doctor came every 
Gay. He tried everything that was known to 
be helpful at that time, and since then, when 
my attacks have come on, other physicians 
have tried everything else, but nothing an- 
swers but morphine. 

Ot course I had heard of the danger of its 
use, but I was careful to do precisely as the 
doctor told me, and believed that with my 
strong will power I could quit when the 
attack passed away, as the doctor assured 
me it would sooner or later, without serious 
troudie. I felt especially safe, as the doctor 
did not seem to think there was any danger. 
So matters went on for fouror five weeks. I 
soon found that the dose had to be Increased 
every few days, and that all pleasurable sen- 
sations fromthe use of the drug soon dis- 
appeared—I meun were not felt at all. The 
medicine relieved the pain and enabled me to 
go about my business, but did not exhilarate 
or stimulate me. I began to eat less and less, 
and presently I found that, practically, I was 
living on morphine. The first thing on rising 
was to inject morphine; then I would smoke 
a pipe and read my paper till I got comfort 
able. For on waking I was always filled with 
a strange uneasiness, besides the pains, and 
did not want anybody to see me till I had be- 
come ‘normal,’ 

All at once, after say six weeks had 
passed, Irealized that my pains were gone 
I did not feel them any more. By this time I 
was injecting as much asten or fifteen grains 
a day into my system. At first I used what 
is called Magendie's Solution ;’ afterwards I 
bought the drug in the powder and made a 
solution much stronger. By having it put up 
in two, three or ve grain powders I could 
tell precisely how much I was using. 

What gave me the greatest concern was 
that I found was in danger of becoming the 
mostinfernal liar on earth. The temptation 
to lle about all sorts of things, even when I 
knew that a lie would be more than usually 
injurious to me, became almost overpower- 
ing. Theeffecton me was indescribable. I 
used to say to myself: ‘Your true nature 18 
showing itself. You are not onlya liar, but a 
born coward. The truth is not in you. You 
are base —the vilest of the vile. 

It seemed as if there were two of me and 
that each hated and despised the other—one 
the man you know; on the other hand was 
this cringing, cowardly false. and treacher- 
ous thing that bore my name, spent. my 
money, signed my checks, dictated my let- 
tersand held me with iron hands to the 
awful, awful, cursed habit I had formed. 

Finally I saw the doctor and told him that 
I was resolved toconquer the habit or die in 
the attempt. He laughed contemptuously, 
and said he had heard of that sort of thing 
before—that not one man in a thousand ever 
got over the habit. 

told him that he would find me the one 
man. He said time will teil. I should go 
home and send word to the bank that I would 
be out of town fora month. He would get 
acouple of male nurses from the hospital 
and would do his best forme. But he plainly 
showed that he had but little faith in me or 
my chances. 

I got through that day and night all right 
enough. Ats o' clock next morning the relief 
nurse came and the night man went away. 
The doctor did not come near me till after 
noon—about 20’clock. By that time the un- 
easiness which had begun early in the morn- 

ng was very painful. [could not sit still, 
but walked the floor. 

As the day wore on I grew worse, of course. 
Food was brought me at intervals—nourish- 
ing soups and that sort of thing—and I tried 
very hard to eat something. But I could not 
take much. Tothe distress of my mind was 
added the agony ofthe body. How can Ide - 
scribe it? 

In addition to the sensation of being 
pricked by millions of needles—not in the 
skin, but inside my muscles—there was the 
most irritating feeling of creepiness along 
the bones of my legs and arms, something 
like that I afterwards experienced when I 
had la grippe, only a thousand mi- 
lion times worse. I got 80 that 1 
could not hold myselt still. Mr. 
arms and legs would fly out as if I were strik- 
ing und kicking at somebody—it seemed as if 
by exercise I could get relief, but I would 
thrash my arms about meas the cabby does 
ona cold night, or jump up and down and 
dance about tilll was breathless, but all to 
no purpose—I got no relief. 

The doctor did not come again till after 
the theater. The night nurse came at about 
8o0’clock. The doctor brought some chalky- 
looking stuff which I took eagerly in the hope 
it wouid help me; but it did no good. Icould 
not even take a drink of water and enjoy 
it. I would light my pipe or a cigar only to 
lay it right down again. Hot and cold 
flashes came over me with the rapidity of 
light ning. 

That night! The recoliection of it will 
haunt me as long as I live! By 20’clock in 
the morning I felt as sore all over as it I had 
run till 1 was overheated and in a violent 
perspiration, and then had suddenly cooled 
off in an ice-house, taking cold in the proc- 
ess. I could not bear to touch my own flesh, 
it was sosore. There was not much left of 
it, for I had grown very thin during the long 
time that I had lived on morphine without 
food. The hot and cold flashes grew worse 
and worse;and a cold perspiration, which 
would make me shiver, would succeed burn- 
ing hot, feverish spells with scarcely an in- 
terval between them. The moisture would 
pour off me White I was shivering. 

**Il walked the floor most ofthe time. Then 
I would run a little; then get my dumb-belis 
and clubs and use them fora moment, I 
would sit down and try to be quiet fora 
while. But I could not. 

The doctor came about noon. I had been 
walking the floor and flying from couch to 
chairand chair to bed, never remaining in 
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attacks of:

of the trouble with the heart, I noticed the 
nurse watched me much more closely, and 
when my heart was almost ata standstill he 
would give me the medicine, but said he did 
not want to give it too often. I found out 
afterwards that it was aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, and it destroyed what little stom- 
ach I had left. 

There ls not much more to tell. e next 
day I was so weak I could scarcely move 
about. The heart trouble seem grow 
greater—itisan appalling sensation! But I 
had not the strength to jump and run about. 
The nurse would watch my pulse, and when 
he saw it getting near the danger line would 
give me the medicine. The 7 8. fits of 
nervousness and pain were dreadful, worse 
than ever, it seemed, because I had no 
strength to resist them, 

„At last the work was done and nothing 
remained butto get my strength back. Be- 
fore that came 1 had to go through long 
sleepless nights—for eight days and nights 
did not sleep two hours altogether. I would 
drop off into a cat nap ofa minute at a time, 
never more than two minutes and that al- 
ways in the forenoon, never at night.

It 
was almost worth all of my sufferings to ex- 
perience the sensation, You may talk as you 
please, but itisonly when a man’s boay is 
reduced that the spiritual rt of him has 
the opportunity to assert itself. 

It was three months before I was was en- 
tirely myself again. Notthat I was really 
ill, but I would have nervaus attacks and uts 
of insomnia from time to time,

Two years went by and I had almost for- 
gotten the affair—that is, as nearly as a man 
could forget so terrible an experience—when 
itcame back on me, the pain in my head, I 
mean.

Then when I was completely in 
his power he deliberately Violated it—told me 
there was no sense in 172 to the whims 
of acrazy man; that did not know what 
was good for myself and was naturally anx- 
ious to hold on to the morphine; that he 
Knew his business, and now that he had con- 
trol of me he would cure me whether I 
wanted to get well or not. 

„ don’t want todwellon what I endured 
in that hospital—it is too painful. I was 
treated precisely like a criminal—that tells 
the whole story—and was at last released, a 
total wreck, and it was months before I got 
right again. 

‘*Five years another attack of the pains in 
my head. After it was over I found myself 
again a ‘morphine fiend,’ and once more had 
to break the habit off. This time 1 put my- 
self under the care of a friend. 

‘*l instructed him how to handle me—just 
how much to give me every day—enjoining 
him carefully not to give me any more, no 
matter how much I — beg for it, And he 
promised to do as I said. 

„It worked perfectly. The faithful] fellow 
stayed right with me, I suffered a great 
deal, of course, but not nearly so much as I 
did before.

He was or- 
dered to Fort Townsend, which is in the 
Ozark Mountains. Gen. Taylor left Florida 
wich his cavalry to go by land to Fort Towa- 
send about the Ist of May, 1841. 

J left Jefferson Barracks with Gen. Lunies 
in command of the 6th Regiment, on board 
the steamer Mongopart, and barges, and was 
nearly a month getting up the Red River. It 
was low water and we had a very hard time. 
but got along very well until we got up to the 
Texas line. Texas was onone sideof the 
river and the Choctaw Nation on the other. 

The soldiers beganto desert because the 
officers could not take them out of Texas, it 
being then a foreign country, so I was or- 
Gered to land at night on the 
Choctaw side.

80 the 
whole command went ashore and went by 
land the rest of the way. 

I felt lonesome for I had got acquainted 
with all the officers and they all liked me 
very much, but the most important one to 
me was a beautiful girl, the bandmaster’s 
daughter. Iwasentirely goneon her. That 
is the term the young fellows use nowadays; 
we never heard of sucha thing as gone on 
her’’ or ‘‘stuck on her’’ in those days, but I 
thought she was a daisy. We lay 
there ten days and put in 
the time hunting turkey aad shooting alli- 
gators. On the 24th day of May the river be- 
gan to rise; we got up to the landing, and 
now comes the most exciting day of my life 
or of any one else’s.

I thought it 
would be nice forme to go on business for 
the boat, but seeing the girl was a long way 
ahead ofthe boat’s business in my mind, l 
went to bed thinking howlIwould dress in 
the morning; what was six miles to me? Just 
nothing! ButI thought different next day. 

Morning came and I got up and dressed— 
put on everything I could raise to make me 
look mile high—high-heeled boots, marvels 
at that; and not satisfied witha ciean shirt, 
put must add a dickey which was much worn 
in those days. It consisted of a plaited 
bosom, witha tape stringto tie around the 
neck; a ruffle ran down the center, which 
stuck straight out. On my head was a 
new plug hat. Well, I started, never think- 
ing about the Comanche Indians at war 
with the Choctaws, orthe Texans making 
raids on the Chactaws. I thought of nothing 
but my importance at the fort, how Ishould 
do the business for the boat and start over to 
the bandmaster’s quarters and bow and 
scrape before the younglady.

The Danghter of Dir-rah-coch Now a 
Domestic in Denver.

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 16.—One Denver 
woman has solved the servant) girl problem 
to her complete satisfaction by employing an 
Indian maiden. This maiden is a genuine 
princess whose father is a great chief of the 
Pawnees, Dir-rah-ree-coch was the name 
by which he was renowned through the West 
asa warrior and leader among his people, 
buthe is now plain Terry Howell, having 
adopted the name bestowed upon him by 
Quaker missionaries. Itis his boastthat no 
pale face’s scalp ever hung upon the wall of 
his tepee. 

His daughter, Rose Howell, has been living 
for nearly a year as a domestic in the family 
of G. L. Stevick, a well known lawyer. She 
is the only Indian giri in the city. Mrs 
Stevick is a daughter of Capt. R. H. Pratt, 
the founder of the Indian school at Carlile, 
Pa., and formerly of the United States Army. 
Mrs. Stevick, ike most housekeepers in Den- 
ver, hadno end of trouble with her ser- 
vants, and knowing from experience in the 
school at Carlile what good cooks and cham- 
ber-maids Indian girls make, she asked her 
father to send herone. That’s how she got 
Rose. 

She is a perfect gem, and I should hate 
above all things to lose her,’’ said Mrs. 
Stevick recently. ‘‘Last fall my children 
had scarlet fever. Rose did noble service 
then. White servants would probably have 
deserted me, but Rose nursed the babies as 
tenderly as ifthey were her own. 

She was recently induced to read a paper 
before the ladies of the First Baptist Church. 
She told of her life among the Indians and 
her subsequent experiences at school. Her 
language was simple, but graphic, and an 
unconsious touch of pathos here and there 
entranced heraudience. The ladies, espe- 
clally the younger ones, were delighted, but 
Rose in her extrem e modesty,did not believe 
she had done herself or her subject jus- 
tice. Whenshe came home she burned the 
paper. 

Rose was born on the prairies of Nebraska 
twenty yearsago. Her people were savages 
and roamed as masters over the plains. The 
Pawnees were at war with the Sioux, the 
great Northern tribe. Rose’s father was 
highly esteemed as a wise sachem in the 
councils of his tribe. He was a leader in war, 
Half naked, paintedin savage fashion, his 
legs encased in buckskin, his black hair stuck 
full of eagle feathers, often he rode off upon 
the warpath and returned with his wampum 
belt heavy with bloody Sioux scalps, while 
Rose was being carried about strapped to a 
board upon her mother’s back. The tribe 
was moved to a reservation in the Indian 
Territory, but the stories of the marauding 
days were often told about the wigwam fire 
by the old chief to while away a winter’s 
night. Rose knows them well. 

Rose is a typical Indian in appearance, but 
withal a pretty and intelligent girl. Her 
eyes are very black and bright. er com- 
plexion is alight copper color. She has as- 
— far above those of the average 

omestie, and will soon leave her Denver 
home to go to her own people, to whose ad- 
vancement she proposes to devote her

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb, 18.—The scarcity of 
oysters on account of the recent icy weather, 
and the high pricethey command in con- 
sequence, has stimulated the dredg- 
ers to take big chances in securing 
the oyster, and the first brush with 
the oyster police has already occurred with 
ihe prospects in view of fighting all along the 
line.

DISPOSSESSED OF HIS PROPERTY. 


An Old Man's Shabby Treatment by an 
Undutifal Son. . 


New York, Feb. 18.—If the report of refe- 
ree John Whalen filed yesterday in the 
Supreme Court be confirmed it will be ad- 
judged that Peter J. MeOormick has prépe 
trated a cruel fraud upon bis father, 
Peter McCormick, who is a paralytic 


and powerless to help himself, According to 
the evidence taken before Referee Whalen, 
McCormick’s son went to his father on April 
2, 1892, with a paper already prepared and 
asked the old man to sign it. Peter, it is al- 
leged, represented that the paper was simply 
a power of attorney authorizing him to take 
charge of his . father’s deceased wife’s 
property. Having confidence in his own 
flesh and blood, McCormick, senior, made 
his mark to this document, The awak- 
ening was a gad one ‘for the father. 
He discovered to his dismay that the instrn- 
ment he had signed was 4 conveyance of 
his property to his son, for himself and his 
brothers and sisters. In his old age his only 
support was withdrawn. Immediately upon 
the discovery of the trick, he brought suit in 
the Supreme Court to recover possession of 
his property. The matter was sent to Mr. 
Whalen as referee. He finds that the 

allegations in the complaint are true, that 
Met ormick, Sr., Was induced by talse and 
fraudulent ‘repres atations to sign the con- 
veyance, and that the old man did not know 
what the paper contained. Since the chil- 
dren got possession the property has deen 
sold for $10,060 and thus the did Man has been 
deprived of his only means of maintenance. 
He wants his property restored to him.

Howell Edmunds Jackson is a native of 
Tennessee, born at Paris, in that State, April 
8, 1832. Whenhe was8 years old his parents 
moved to Jackson, Tenn., where the Judge 
has ever since resided. He was graduated at 
West Tennessee College in 1848, and after- 
ward studied for two years at the University 
of Virginia. After leaving the University he 
read law fortwo years in Jackson under his 
kinsmen, Judges A. W. O. Totten and Milton 
Brown. In 1855 he went to the Cumberland 
University, and was graduated from the law 
school attached to that institution in 1856. 
He at once began the practice of his profes- 
sion at Jackson. Three years later he re- 
moved to Memphis and formed a law part- 
nership with David M. Currin. In the winter 
of 1857-58 Judge Jackson was sent to New 
York by the Mississippi Rallroad Co. (now the 
Chicago, St. Louis & New Orleans Railroad 
Co.) to negotiate the bonds of the road, 
which he did satisfactorily. 

When the war broke out he entered the civil 
service of the Confederate Government. On 
returning to Memphis at the close of the war, 
Mr. Jackson formed a law rtnership with 
B. M. Estes, and after with Mr. Ellet, 
when the firm name was changed to Jackson 
& Ellet. Judge Jackson soon became well 
known as an ablelawyer. His first wife died 
in 1878, and in April, 1874, he was Married to 
Mary Elizabe d daughter of 


W. G. Hara of the famous 
1 feo, it 1876 he 
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March 4, 1881. The Legislature was very 
evenly divided—there being ten Republicans 
in the Senate and thirty-seven In the House, 
fifteen Democrats in the Senate and thirty- 
seven in the House, and one §Greenback man 
in the House—and the contest tor the Sena- 
torship was a long one, lasting from Jan. 18 
to Jan. 26.

AN ALUMINUM RACING SHELL.. 


THE FIRST WHITE METAL BOAT BEING MADE IN 
sr. LOUIS. 

The utilization of aluminum asa material 
for racing shelis has been a pet sub- 
ject for discussion during the past 
winter, St. Louis will be ° the 
first to put the project in practical 


shape. The first single scull shell and the 
first aluminum boat ever seen in the West is 
now being dullt in this city at 21 
Anna street. The shell is now nearly 
complete. When finished her dimen- 
sions will be: length 31 feet @ inches, 
beam, 10 inches; depth midships, 54%c inches; 
depth at bow, zu inches; depth at stern, 1% 
inches. The whole thing, including the out- 
rigging, seat and foot-stretcher will weigh 
about N . When one considers 
the length of the boat, and that it is made 
entirely of solid metal as durable and 
hard as iro" one will get some idea of what 
a wonderful material aluminum is. The boat 
will be absolutely the first to have aluminum 
out-rising hollow tubes and really soldered 
beams. he soldering is strong and smooth 
and is the invention of a St. is Man. 

The boat is being bullt for Mr. C. J. Blanke- 
meister of the North End Rowing Club, who 
expects to accomplish great things with It. 
It is an exact model and duplicate 
of the boat used by H. W. Stone in 
1883, in which he captured both the senior 
single scull champtonship ofthe N. W. A. R.

One 
of these, it is claimed, is to exempt the street 
railroads from paying the costs of construc- 
tion and reconstruction between their rails. 
The strongest argument against the Dill 
and the one that nas received the most 
attention 18 that its passage , will 
confiscate the property of poor people. Its 
provisions clearly outline that the city can 
assess allthe costs onthe property abutting 
on the streets to be improved. If the special 
tax bills thus assessed are not paid the 
property is confiscated. The bill which is 
printed in brief shape reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri, as follows: 

Sec. 1. In all cities of this State which now have 
or may hereafter havea population of „000 in- 
habitants or over, the whole cost of paving, grading, 
construction or reconstruction, curbing 1 
crosswalks, sidewalks and the materials for the road- 
ways of al! streets, alleys and pudlie highways here- 
after constructed, reconstructed or improved in said 
cities, and the repairs of all alleys and sidewalks, 
shall be charged upon the property adjoining such 
improvement as a special tax, and levied, collected 
mm paid in the manner and 
the time now provided by law or 
ter of said cities for the levy, collection 
and payment of special tax Dbilis for the street im- 
provements in said cities. The cost ot repsirs of all 
atreets and highways, and cleaning of the same and 
of all alleys and crosswalks shall be paid out of the 
general revenue of said cities, provided that the 
provisions of this aet shall not be so construed as to 
apply to bouleyards in said cities. 

2 All acts and parts of acts, and any provi- 
sion of thé laws or ordinances of said cities, confliet- 
ing or inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

ec. +. As there is no provision of law 
authorizing the levy in said cities of a 
special tax upon adjoining property for the 
whole cost of the Improvements aforesaid, and by 
reason thereof; ‘many of said improvements peti- 
tioned for by the citizens and property wers in 
said cities are delayed, an emergency exists within 
the meaning of the constitution; therefore tnis act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
day of its passage. 

Replying to the statement that the bill was 
a mass of jobbery conceived by real estate 
agents, contractors and others, Senator 
Stone said the statements were absolutely

„This bill was introduced in good faith, 
he said, to enable the work of street im- 
rovement to go on in St. Louis. Under 
he present clause of the City 
charter bearing on street improvements. 
St. Louis can do nothing to push the street 
improvements,as it lacks the power to assess 
the adjoining property more than 2% per 
cent. If there were any jobs in- 
volved’ 1 never would ave intro- 
duced the dil.

3 THE FIREMEN’S BILL. 

The firemen’s bill comes up Tues 
noon as a special order, anda long 
expected,though there seems to be little doubt 
that the bill will pass the House by a large 
majority. Davidson’s amendment applying 
its provisions to St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, has already been adopted, and 
the billis expected to go through in this 
shape. Bond's amendment provides that 
the act shall not go into effect until the 
municipal assemblies of the cities 
included in the act shall have ratified 
the State enactment. As it now stands the 
bill gives the fund 1 per cent of the municipal 
funds collected in the cities above named. In 
St. Louis this will give the firemen about 
$15, per year, an increase over the 
amount they have been raising through the 
medium of Us and entertainments. The 
members from the country generally agree 
that it the cities want such legislation the 
bill sho be passed.

TINDER BOXES. 


Fire Traps Called Hotels Erected for the 
World’s Fair Visitors. 

CHICAGO, III., Feb. 18.—The scores of hotels 
now being erected near the World’s Fair 
grounds are almost a prohibited risk among 
some of the insurance companies. So hard is 
itto get adequate insurance that in many 
cases the brukers have misrepresented the 
property, turning it in as of mere suDstan- 
tial construction than it really is and trust- 
ing to luck to get it througn without can- 


cellation. Someoftheinsurance companies 
which have learned of the situation of 
affairs have become slightly nervous and 
have inaugurated an investigation, 
the consequence of which will be that 
some ofthe careless agents will be out of 
pocket. However, in all cases, with a few 
exceptions, rates in excess of the regular 
tariff are being paid by the owners of these 
fire-traps under a form stipulating that on 
i me 1 next 25 per cent ofthe amount of the 
policy shall be considered canceled; on Oct. 
lan additional 25 percent, and on Nov. 1 a 
third 25 percent, sothatat theclose of the 
Fair only 25 percent of the amount of the 
policy shall be in force. 

These figures certainly tell their own tale. 
Allthese new hotels are outside the fire 
limits of Chicago, which extend no further 
south than Thirty-ninth street, being located 
inthe territory lying between Forty-ninth 
and Seventieth streets. Permits could not be 
obtained under any circumstances for them 
within the fire limits, so it can easily un- 
derstood how dangerous they will prove and 
what a menace to human life as long as they 
are inhabited. 

Some of these hotels are to be vast struct- 
ures, and the majority ofthem will contain

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PETER RUGA INDICTED. 


A Professional Bondsman Charged With 
Tampering Witha Witness. 


At last there appears to be some effort 
made to stop the abuses which have so long 
been carried on atthe Four Courts. Among 
the indictments returned by the Grand-jury 
yesterday was one against Peter A. Ruga, 
the saloon-keeper and professional bonds- 
man, charging him with influencing a 
witness from testifying in a case 
inthe Criminal Court.

Whenthe case of the other brother, James 
came up Recker did not put 
in an appearance, but instead there 
was presented an affidavit made before 
a notary by er, in which he 
declared his belief in James Lawier's inno- 
cence and not only requested, but ordered 
the Circuit Attorney to nolle prosequi the 
case. Instead of taking this action the 
court had Recker, whoisan unsophisticated 
fellow, brought in on a capias. The witness 
then explained that Peter Ruga, who had 
ne on Lawier’s bond, had induced him to 
rop the prosecution. Hesaid he had gone 
to Ruga’s saloon on Ninth and Chestnut 
streets at the saloonkeeper’s re- 
and that Ruga ad told 
not to appear in court 
against Lawler and he would see that no 
harm came to him. In company with 
Lawler’s wife, Recker went to a notary, he 
stated and signed thelafidavit, the nature of 
which, he alleges, he did not Know. Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Jesse A. McDonald got 
Recker and a man named Fay, who had ac- 
companied him, to swear to these facts. and 
the Grand-jury indicted Ruga.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Close of the Conference Between Rail- 
way Freight Agents at New Orleans. 


New Orveans, La., Feb. 18.—The confer- 
ence between the Western Freight Associa- 
tion and the New Orleans Freight Trame As- 
sociation closed yesterday evening and was 
well attended. General Freight Agent Stith 
of the Missouri Pacific was the Chairman of 
the joint body in the absence of Chairman 
Midgley, who is detained in Washington 


upon important business. The conference 
had some difficulty upon agreeing. A sub- 
committee could not suggest any situation 
satisfactory toalland the general meeting 
finally passed -upon the differences, The 
Western men narrowed down their de- 
mands to two, One was for a raise 
n the rates on sugar, rice, coffee 
ana other commodities of that class from 
New Orleans to Kansas City. This was de- 
clared impossible owing to the water com- 
petition and the Western men then carried 
a compromise placing a differential of 3 
cents to Omaha, 5 cents to Sioux City and 7 
cents to Sioux Falls. However the New 
Orleans Traffic Association has the right 
to charge the differentialin case it is found 
that the increased rate servesto divert 
business from this point andthe local body 
has an additional safeguard in the fact that 
it can lower the rate to Kansas City. The 
motion to require theconcurrence ofthe 
Western Association to any rates established 
by the New Orleans body was not carried, or 
rather it was adopted ina manner which 
amounts tothe samething. The local body 
has the right to fix rates to all points reached 
by their roads with concurrence being only 
required as to points in the interior of Iowa 
not on the line of the Illinois Central. But 
even in these cases the rates can be made 
without concurrence in case of rate cutting 
or other traffic exigencies. The Western Asso- 
ciation could not secure better terms in view 
of the attitude of the Illinois Central and the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis, both of 
which are largely interested in New Orleans.

Persisted in Unwelcome Attentions to a 
Young Lady.

_ Lorpow, Feb, 18.—Notwithstanding that up 
to last night the Gladstone Irish bome rule 
Dill had not been read in the Commons, 

nearly all the talk since the opening of the 
session has been upon this measure. The 
discussion last night was opened by Joseph 
Chamberlain, who declared that the Dill 
paved the way for future demands, which 
‘would be made when England’s emergency 
became.Ireland’s opportunity. Mr. Parnell, 
he said, had always held that no final settle- 
ment of the Irish difficulty was possible until 
Ireland had the power to impose retaliatory 
duties. Instead of guaranteeing imperial 
unity the bill involved risk to the very exist- 
ence of the United Kingdom. 

He then spoke of the danger to England 
from the proximity of Ireland, in the event 
ofwar. Ireland might owe a debt of grat- 
itude to England. he declared, but in event 
of war with the United States would she not 
also find that that country had also a clalm 
upon her gratitude? Should Great Britain 
become involved in war with France or Rus- 
sia the eighty Irish members of the Imperial 
Government could demand almost anything, 
and if refused could seriously cripple Great 
Britain in her struggie for existence. In 
conclusion he spoke of the duty of Parliament 
to protect the loyalists of Ulster, for whom 
the bill provided no safeguards. 

The Rt. Hon. Leonard H. Courtney, an ad- 
vanced Liberal, but an opponent of home 
rule, charged Mr. Gladstone with promoting 
internal strife in his useless attempts to pro- 
vide for the separate government of Ireland. 

The Rt. Hon. George J. Goschen criticised 
the financial clauses of the bill. This bill 
will never pass, he said in conclusion; 
**perhaps there would be a third one, per- 
haps not, but if there was one it ought to be 
placed with theothertwo and labeled: Fall- 
ures to Solve an Insolvable Problem. 

John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 

replied tothe objection of Mr. Goschen and 
Mr, Chamberlain. He declined toadmit that 
Ireland was irreconcilable and thought that 
amity with England could be established. He 
was convinced that the bill would pass. 
_ Mr. Gladstone stated that he was ready for 
the frst reading of the bill, and amidst a 
scene of wild excitement advanced up the 
fioor of the House and presented the bill, 
which was then read for the first time. The 
second reading was fixed for March 13. 


THE HOME RULE BILL. 


‘FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE FATHERED BY PRE- 


MIER GLADSTONE. 


Loxwpor, Feb. 18.—Mr. Gladstone’s home 
rule bill, which was read for the frst time in 
the House of Commons last night, is as fol- 
lows: 


Whereas, It is expedient that without impairing or 
restricting the supreme authority of Parliament, an 
Irish Legislature be created for such purposes in 
Ireland as are in the act mentioned, be it, there- 
tore. 

Enacted, By the Queen's most excellent majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal Commons,in this present 
Parliament assembied and by the authority of tne 
same as follows: 

1. On and after the appointed day there shail be 
established in lreland a Legisiature consisting of 
her majesty, the Queen and two houses—a leg- 
islative council and a legislative assembly. 

2. Withthe exceptions and subject to the re- 
shall be 
granted to the Irish legislative powerto make laws 
for the peace, order and good government of Ire- 
land in respect to matters exciusively relating to 
Ireland or some part thereof. 

3. The Irish Legislature shall not have the power 
to make laws in respect to the following matters or 
any of them: The status or dignity of the succes- 
sion tothe crown or regency; the Lord Lieutenant 
as representative of the Crown; the making of peace 
or war; matters arising from a state of war: the 
pavai military forces, or the defense of the realm; 
treaties and other relations with foreign States, or 
the relations between different parts 
of der majesty’s dominions, or offenses 
te with such treaties; dignities 

honor; treason or treason felony, 
allenage or naturalization; trade with any place out 
of Ireland; quarantine or navigation, except in re- 
epect to inland waters; local health or harbor regu- 


‘ lations; beacons, lighthouses or sea marks, except so 
tar as they can consistently with any general act of 


parliament be constructed or maintained by loca! 

harbor authority; coinage; legal tender; standard 

weights and measures; trade marks; merehandise 

marks, copyright or patent rights. Any law made in 

contravention to this section shall be void. 
SALVATION FOR ULSTER. 

4. The powers of the Irish Legislature shall not 
extend te the making of any law respecting the es- 
tablishment or endowment of religion or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof, of imposing any dis- 
ability,.or conferring any privilege, on account of 
religious belief, or abrogating or prejudiciaily at- 
fecting the right to establish or maintain any place 
of denominational education or any denominational 
institution or charity or prejadicially affecting the 
right of any child to attend a school re- 
ceiving public money without attending the re- 
ligious instructions at the school; or whereby 
any person may be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law, or may be denied 
the equal protection of laws, or whereby private 
‘property may be taken without just compensation; 
or whereby any existing corporation incorporated by 
royal charter, or by local and general act of pariia- 
ment, not being a corporation raising for public pur- 

ys taxes, rates, cess dues or tolls, or admiuister- 
ing funds so raised, may, unless itecnsents, or tlie 
leave of her majesty is first obtained on an address 
from the two houses of the Irish Legislature be de- 
prived of its rights, privileges or property without 
due} of law: whereby any inhabitant may be 
deprived of his equal rights as respects public sea 
fisheries. Any law made in contravention to this 
section shall be void. 

THE QUEEN'S POWER. 

. The executive power of Ireland shall continue 
to be vested in the Queen. The Lord Lieutenant, 
on behalf of her majesty, shall exercise any peroga- 
tives others other than the executive power of the 
Queen, which may be delegated to him by her ma- 
jesty, and shail in her 8 name summon, 

rorogue and dissolve the Irish slature. There 
an Executive Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil in Ireland to aid and advise the Government of 
Ireland. being of such numbers and comprising ber- 
sous holding such offices as her majesty may think 
fit, or as may be directed dy the Irish act.

7. The Irish Legislative Assembly shall consist of 
members returned by the existing parliamentary 
constituencies of Ireland, or the existing divisions 
thereof, and elected by the parliamentary electors 
in those constituencies, The Irish Legislativo As- 
sembly when summoned may. unless sooher dis- 
solved, bave continuance for five years from the day 
on which the summons directs it to meet, and no 
longer. ; 

After six years from the passing of the set, the 
Irish Legislature may alter the qualifications of 
electors and e¢onstituencies, provided that in such 
distribution due regard be had for the population of 
the constituencies. If a bill or any provision 
of a bill adopted by the Legislative Assembly be loss 
by the disagreement of the Legislative Council, and 
after dissolution or a period of two years from such 
disagreement such bill, or a bill for enacting said 
provisions, be again adopted by the Legislative As- 
sembly and fails within three months afterwards to 
be adopted by the Legisiative Council, the same 
shall forthwith be submitted to the members of the 
two houses, deliberating and voting tagether 
thereon, and shall be adopted or rejected according 
to the decision of a majority of those members vot- 
ing on the question. 

IRISH BEPRESENTATION IN THE COM MOKS. 

9. Unlessand until Parliament otherwise deter- 
mines the following provisions shall have effect:.. 

After the appointing day each of the constituen- 
cies named in the second schedule shall return fo 
serve in Parliament the number of members named 
opposite thereto ia that schedule and no more. 

Dublin University shall cease to return a mem- 
ber. 

The existing divisions of the constituencies sball, 
as provided in that schedule, bo abolished. 

Au Irish representative peer in the House of 
Lords and a member of the House of Commons for 
an Irish constituency shall not be entitled to delib- 
erate or vote on any billor motion, the operation 
of which bill or motion is confined to 
Great Britain or some part thereof; and any motion 
or resolution relating solely to a tax not raised or to 
be raisedin Ireland orany vote on any appropria- 
tion of money made exclusively for some services 
not meationed in the third schedule; any motion or 
resolution referring exclusively to Great Britain or 
some part thereof, or some local authority, or some 
person or thing therein. Any motion ineidentai to 
such motion or resolution as either is last mentioned 
or relates solely to some tax not raised in Ireland or 
incidental to any such vote of appropriation of 
money aforesaid in compliance with the provisiens 
of this section shall not be questioned otherwise than 
in each House in the manner provided by the House. 

The election laws and laws relating to the quall- 
cation of Parliamentary electors shall not, so far as 
they relate to Parliamentary elections, be altered by 
the Irish Legislature, but this enactment shall not 
prevent the Irish Legisiature from dealing with any 
officers concerned with the issce or writs of election. 
If any officers are so dealt with it shall be lawful for 
her majesty in council to arrange for the issue of 
such writs. Writs issued in pursuance of such order 
shall be of the same effect as if issued in the manner 
heretofore accustomed. 

FINANCE. 

10. On and after the appointed day there shall be 
an Irish exchequer and consolidated fund separate 
from the United Kingdom. 

The duties of custom and excisesandthe duties 
of postage shall be imposed by the aet of Parlia- 
ment, but subject to the provisions of the act. 

The Irish Legislature may in order to provide fer 
the public service in Ireland, impose other taxes, 
save as in thisact mentioned. All matters relating 
to taxes in Ireland and the collection and man 
ment thereof shall be regulated dy Irish act. 
same shall be collected and managed vy the Irish 
Government and shall 7 ferm part . of 
the public - revenres of Ireland, pro- 
vided that duties and 46 6¢ustomis « shail’ 
be regulated and collected. managen ahd paid into 
the exchequer’of the United Kingdom as heretofore, 
and all prohibitions in connection with duties and 
excise and so faras regards articles sént out of 
Ireland, and all matters relating to those duties, 
shall be regulated by actof Parliament. Excise 
duties on articles consumed in Greet Britain shall be 
paid in Great Britain to an officer of the Govera- 
ment of the United Kingdom, save as in this act 
mentioned. All public revenues in Ireland shall be 
paid intothe Irish*@xchequer and form a eonsoli- 
dated fund appropriated to the public se-vice of 
Ireland by Irishact. If the duties of excise are in- 
creased above the rates lu force on the ist day of 
March the net proceeds in Ireland ef the duties in 
excess of said rates shall be paid into the ex- 
chequer of the United Kingdom. 

If {the duties of excise are reduced below the 
rates in force on said day, and the net proceeds of 
such duties in Ireland are, in consequence, less than 
the net proceeds of the duties before reduction, a 
sum equal to the deficieney shall, unless otherwise 
agreed between the Treasury and the Irish Govern- 
ment, be paid from the exehequer of the United 
Kingdom into the Irish exchequer. 

THE CROWN’S REVENUE. 

11. The hereditary revenues of the crown in Ire- 
land, which are managed by the commissioners of 
her majesty’s woods, forests and land revenues, shall 
continue during the life of her present majesty and 
shall be managed ana collected by those commission- 
ers. The net amount payable by them fo the 
exchequer on account of these revenues after de- 
ducting all expenses, but including an allowance for 
interest on such proceeds of the sale of those rey- 
enues as heve not been reinvested by Ireland, shall 
be paid into the Treasury account (in Ireland) here- 
inafter meationed, for the benefit of the Irish 
exchequer. 

A person shall aot be required to pay an income 
tax in Great Britain in respect to property situate 
or business carried on in Ireland, and a person shall 
not be required to pay an income tax in Ireland in 
respect to property situate or business carried on in 
Great Britain. For the purpose of giving Ireiand the 
difference between the inceme tax collected by 
Great Britain from British cojonial and ‘foreign 
securities held by residents of Ireland and thein- 
come tax collected by Ireland from Irish securities 
held by residents of Great Britain, there shall be 
made to Ireland out of the income tax collected in 
Great Britain, allowance of such an account as may 
from time to time be determined by the Treasury, in 
accordance with a minute of the Treasury laid before 
Parllament. Before the appointed dav such allow- 
ance shall be paid into the treasury account (in Ire- 
land) for the benefit of the Irish exchequer; pro- 
vided that the provisions of this section with respest 
to the income tax shall not apply to any excess in the 
income tax of Great Britain above the rate of Ire- 
land, ortothe rate of the income tax of ireland 
above the rate of Great Britain. 

12. The duties and customs contributed by Ire- 
land, and (save as provided in this act) that portion 
of the public revenue of the United Kingdom—to 
which Ireland way be entitled, whether specified in 
the third schedule or not, small de carried to the 
consolidated fund. of the United Kinedom as the 
contribution of Ireland to imperial Habilities and ex- 
penditures as defined in the schedule, 

The civil charges of the Government of Ireland 
shall be subject, as in this act mentioned, to be 
borne after the appointed day by Ireland. After 
fifteen years from the passage of this act the arrauge- 
meuts made by the act for the contribution of Ire- 
land to Imperial liabilities and expenditures and 
otherwise for the financial relations of Ireiand may 
be revived in pursuance of an address to her majesty 
from the House of Commons or from the Irish As- 
sembiy. 

13. There shall be established under the direction 
of the Treasury an account, iu this act referred to as 
Treasury Account (Ireland). 

There shall be paid iuto sueh account all sums 
payable from the Irish exchequer to the exchequer 
of the United Kingdom, or from the latter to the 
former exchequer. 

All sums directed to be paid into such account for 
the benefit of either of said exchequers and ell sums 
which are payable from either of said exchequers 
to the other of them or being payable out of one of 
said exchequers are repayable by the other ex- 
chequer shall inthe first instance be payable out 
of said account. 80 far eas the money standing on 
account is sufficient for the purpose of making 
such sums, the Treasury, out of the customs rev- 
enues collected in Ireland and the Irish Goyern- 
ment, out of any public revenues of Ireland, 
may direct money to be paid into the treasury ac- 
count (Ire tand) instead of into the exchequer. Any 
surplus standing on account of the credit of either 
exchequer and not required for meetirg payments 
shall, at convenient times, be bald into that ex- 
chequer. Any sum so payable into the Exchequer

ofthe United Kingdom sums issued to meet divi- 
dends or sinking fund on guaranteed land stock un- 
derthe purchase of land in Irdiand, act of 1891, or 
otherwise have been or are required to be paid out 
ofthe exchequer of the United Kingdom in conse- 
quence of non-payment thereof out of the exchequer 
of Ireland or otherwise by the Irish Government. 
I at any time the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
of the United Kingdom is satisfied that any such. 
chatge is due he shali certify the amount, 
and the treasury shali send such certificate to 
the Lord Lieutenant, who shall thereupon by order, 
without eountersignature direct the payment of the 
amount from the Irish exchequer to 
the Exchequer of the United King- 
dom; and such order shall be duly obeyed by 
all persons. Until the amount is wholly paid, no 
other payment shail de made out of the Irish ex- 
choquer for any Purpose whateve-. There 
shail be charged on the Irish consolt- 
dated fund next after the foregoing charge 
ali funds for dividends or sinking fund on guaran- 
teed land stock under the purehase of land in Ire- 
land ect of 1891. which the land purchase account 
and guarantee fund under that act are insufficient to 
psy; all sums due with respectto any debt incurred 
by the Government of Ireland, whether 
for igterest management or sinking fund; 
an annual sum of £5,000. expenses of the 
household and establishment of the Lord Lieuten- 
ant; all existing charges on the consolidated fund of 
the United Kingdom in respect to Irish service, 
other thah the salary of the Lord Lieutenant, 
the salaties and pensions ef all judges of 
the Supreme Court, or other superior court 
of Ireland or any country or other like 
court who may be appointed after the passing of the 
act and ate not exchequer judges hereafter men- 
tioned. Until all ¢harges créated by the act upon 
the Irish consolidated fund and for the time being 
due are paid no money shail be issued by the Irish 
exehequer for auy other purpose whatever. 

CHURCH REVENUES. 

15. All existing charges on Irish property in Ire- 
land, thatis all property accruing under the Irish 
church act of 1869, aud transferred to the Irish Land 
Commission by the Irish church amendment act of 
1891, shall, so far as paid out of said prop- 
erty. be charged on the Irish con«oli- 
dated fund. Any of these charges Kuar- 
anteed by the Treasury, ifand so far as not paid 
shall be paid out of the exchequer of the United 
Kingdom, subject to existing charges thereon, said 
such property shall belong tothe Irish government 
and shall de managed, administered and disposed of 
as airected by the Irish act. 

16. All sums paid or applicable in or towards the 
discharge of the interest or the priacipal of any 
local idan advanced before the appointed day, on 
the secumty of Ireland or otherwise, in respect to 
such loans, which but fer the act would be paid to 
the National Debt Commissioners and carried to the 
local loans fund, shall after the appointed day be 
paid, until otherwise provided by Irish act, into the 
Irish exchequer for payment to the local loans fund 
of the principal and interest of such loans. The [rish 
Government shall, after the appointed day, pay by 
half yéarly piyments. 

Annuity forten years at the rate of 4 per cent on 
the principal of said loans, exclusive of any sums 
written off before the appointed day for the account 
of the assets of the local loans funds. Such annuity 
shall be paid from the Irish exchequer to the ex- 
chequerefthe United Kingdom, and wher so paid 
shall fortwith be paid to the National Debt Commis- 
sloners for the eredit ofthe local loans fund. After 
the appointed day the money for loans to Ireland 
shall cease to be advanced either by the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners or out ef the local loan 
fund. 

THE QUESTION OF TAXATION. 

17. So much of any act as directs the payment to 
the local taxation (Ireland) account of any shareof 
probate, excise or customs duties payable to the ex- 
chequer ef the United Kingdem shall, together 
with any enactment amending the same, be repealed 
as froin the appointed day, without prejudice to the 
adjustment of balences after that day, but like 
amounts shall continue to de paid en local taxation 
actountsin England and Scotland as would have 
deen pald tf thie det hed not passed” Any 
ald shéte shall “be paid into 
thé exchequer of the United Kingdom. Stamp dues 
chérgeable in respec’ to the personality of a de- 
ceased person shall not, incase the administration 
was granted by Great Britain be chargeabie in re- 
spect to any personality situate In Ireland chargea- 
ble with respect to personality situate in Great 
Britain. Any administration granted in Great 
Britain shall not. if resealed in Ireland, be exempt 
from stamp dutv on administration granted in Ire- 
land. Anyadministration granted in Ireland shall 
notif resealed in Great Britain be exempt from 
stamp duty on administration grantad in Great 
Britain. 

18. Bills appropriating any part of the public 
revenue or forimposing a tax shall originate in the 
legislative assembly. It shall not be lawful for the 
legislative assembly to adopt or pass a vote, resolu- 
tion, address or bill for an appropriation for any 
purpose or any part of the public revenue of Ireland 
or any tax except in pursuance of the recommends- 
tion of the Lord Lieutenant inthe session wherein 
such vote, resolution, address or bill is proposed. 


POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

19. From the appointed day, the Postal and Tele- 
gtaph Service of Ireland shall be transferred to the 
Irish Government, and may be regulated by the Irish 
act exeeptas in this act mentioned and except as re- 
gards matters relating to such conditions of trans- 
missson and delivery of postal packets and telegrams 
as are incidental to duties on postage, or foreign 
mails, or submarine telegraphs, or through lines in 
connection therewith, or any other postal or tele- 
graphic basiness in connection with places out of the 
United Kingdom. The administration incidental to 
said excepted matters shall, save as may otherwise 
be arranged with the Irish Post-office, remain with 
the Postmaster General. 

As regards revenue and expenses of the postal tel- 
egraph service, the Postmaster-General shall re- 
tain the revenne collected and defray the expenses 
incurred in Great Britain and the Irish post-office 
shall retain the revenue collected and defray the ex- 
pense incurred in Ireland subject to the fourth 
schedule of this act, which schedule shall be in full 
effect, but may be varied or added toby agreement 
between the Postmaster-General and the Irish 
post-office. 

Sums payable by the Postmaster-General or the 
Irish Post-office to either of them in pursuance of 
this act shall, if not paid out of post-office moneys, 
be paid from the exehequer of the United Kingdom 
or of Ireland, as the case requires, tothe other ex- 
chequer. Secs. 48 te 52 of the telegraphy act of 
1663, and any enactment amending the same, shal! 
apply to all telegraph lines in the Irish Government 
in a like manner as telegraphs of the company with- 
in the meaning of the act. 

THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

20. Appeal from the courts of Ireland to tne 
House of Lords shall cease. Where any person 
would but for this act have the right to appeal from 
any court in Ireland to the House of Lords such 
person shall have the right to appeal to the Queen In 
council. The right to so appeal shall not be affected 
by any Irish act. All enactments relating to appeal 
to the Queen in council and the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council shall apply accordingly. When 
the Judicial Committee sit in hearing upon appeals 
from a court in Ireland there shall be present not 
less than four Lords of Appeal and at least one 
member who is, or has been, a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Ireland. 

The rota of privy councilors to sit for the hearing 
of appeals from courts in Ireland shall be made an- 
nually by ber majesty in council. The privy coun- 
cilors or some of them on that rota shall sit to hear 
appeals. A casual vacancy in such rota may be filled 
by order ef council. Nothingin this act shall affect 
the jurisdiction of the House of Lords to determine 
claims to Irish peerages. 

A judge of the Supreme Court or other superior 
court of Ireland, or County Court or other court 
with like jurisdiction, appointed sfter the passage of 
this act, shall nut de removed from office except in 
pursuance of an address from the two Houses of the 
Legislature, nor during his continuance in ofiice 
shall the salary by diminished or theright of pep- 
sion altered without his consent. 

21. Save as may otherwise be provided by Irisn 
act the existing law relating tothe exchequer and 


she consolidated fund of the United Kingdom shall 


apply with necessary modifications to the exchequer 
and consolicated funds of Ireland. An officer shall 
be appointed by the Lord Lieutenant to be the Irigh 
Comptroller and Auditor-General. 

ELECTION LAWS. 

22. Subject as in this act, particularly to the 
seventh schedul@of this act, all existing election 
laws relating to e House of Commons and the 
members thereof, I, 80 far as applicable, extend 
to each of the Houses ef the IrishLegisiature and the 
members. thereof, but such election laws may be 
altered in: accordance with the Irish act, and the 
privileges, rights and immunities held and enjoyed 
by each House; the members thereof shail be zuch 
as may bedefined dy the Irish act, but so that the 
same snall never exceed those for the time being 
member 
f ! ature may repeal 
et, which is by thisact expressly” 
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Iterable by that Legistature; aso any enact- 
ments in force in Ireland, except such as either re- 
late to the matters beyond the powérs of the Irish 
Legislature or being enacted by Parliament after 
the passing of this act, may be expressly extended 
to Ireland. An Irish act, notwithstanding it is in 
any respect re ant to aur enactment except as 
aforesaid, shall, though read subject to that enact- 
ment, be valid except tothe exten: of that repux- 
mancy. » ohh 

An order, rue or regulation made in pursuance of 
or having the force of an act ot Parliament shall be 
deemed to be an enactment within the meaning of 
this section. Nothing iu this act shall affect bills re- 
lating to the divorce or marriage of individuals. 
Any such dill shail be introdueed and proceed in 
Parliament in a like mauner as if this act was not 


passed, 
IN RELATION TO LAND. 

24. During three years from the passing of the 
act. and if Parliament is then sitting, until the end 
of Parilament, the Irish Legislature shall not pass 
an act respecting the relations of landlerd and 
tenant, or the sale, purchase or letting of land gen- 
erally; protided that notiing in tnis section’ shall 
prevent the passing of any Irish act with a view to 
the purchase of land for railways, harbors, water- 
works, town improvements or other local under- 
takings. 

25. During six years, from the passing of the act, 
the appointment of Judges ofthe Supreme Court or 
other, superior courts in Ireland, other than one of 
the exchequer judges, shall be made in pursuance 
of a warrant from her majesty. 

26. Execeptas otherwise provided by this act, all 
existing laws, institutiofs, authorities and officers 
of Ireland, whether judicial, administrative or 
magisterial, and all existing taxes for Ireland shall 
continue as if this act bod not been passed, but with 
modifications necessary for adapting the same to 
thisactand subject to de repealed, abolished, al- 
tered or adopted in the. Manner and to the extent 
authorized by this act. 

27. Subject. asin this act mentioned, the appointed 
day for the purposes Of the act shall be the day of 
the first meeting of tte Irisn Legisjature, or such 
other day, nv more t seven months earlier or 
later, as may be fix order of her majesty, fu 
eouncil either generally @ with reference toany par- 
ticular provision of this t.

Third schedule—Finance liabilities. The imperial 
ilabilities shall consist of the funded and unfunded 
debt of the United Kingdom inclusive of terminable 
annuities paid out of the annualcharge for the 
national debt, inclusive of the cost 
of management of sald funded and 
unfunded debt, but exelusive of local loans, stock 
and guaranteed land steck, and the cost of manage- 
ment thereof, and all other charges and consoli- 
dated fund of the United Kingdom for the repay- 
ment of borrowed money or the fulfillment of guar- 
antee expenditures.

special services and / te ph subsides, the. 

ivy Council, Board ot, Trade? the Mint, the 
Meteorological Society, the, Slave trade, the ter- 
vices of foreign mails and telegraphic eommunica- 
tion at places outside the United Kingdom The 
pubiic revenue, to a portion of which Ireland may 
claim to be entitled, consists of revenue from those: 
Suez Canal revenue, canal shares, loansand advances 
to foreign countries, annual payments by the British 
possessions, fees, stamps and extra receipts re- 
ceived by debts, the expenses of which area part of 
the Imperial expenditure, and the small branches of 
the hereditary and revenues from the crown fore- 
shores. 

Fourth Schedule—Provisions for the post-office. 
The post master general shall pay the Irish post- 
office with respect to foreign maile sent through 
Ireland and the Irish post-oflice shall pay the post- 
master general with respect to foreign mails 
seht through Great Britain, such sums as 
may be agreed upon for the carriage of these mails. 
The Irish post-office shall pay the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral one-half the expense of the packet service, the 
submarine and telegraph lines between Great Brit- 
sin and ireland, after deducting from that expense 
the sum fixed by the Postmaster- 
General as incurred on account of 
the foreign mails or telegraphic 
communication at places out of the United King- 
dom and 5 per cent of the expenses of conveyance 
outside of the Unite! Kingdom of the foreign mails 
and the transmission of telegrams to places outside 
the United Kingdom. The Postmaster-General of 
the Irish post-office shall pay one to the other on ac- 
count of foreign money orders as compensation 
with respect to postal packets such sums of money 
as may be agreed upon. 

Sixth Schedule—Kegulations for the establishment 
of police forces. Such local police forces shail be 
established under such local authorities and for 
such counties, municipal boroughs or other larger 
areas as shall be provided by Irish act. 
Whenever the Executive Committee of the Privy 
Council of Ireland shail certify to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant thata police force adequate for local pur- 
poses has been established in any area then he 
shall within six months thereafter direct the Royal 
Constabulary to be withdrawn from  per- 
formance of regular police duties in 
such area. Upon any such withdrawal, 
the Lord Lieutenant shall order measures 
to de taken for a proportionate reduction of the 
members of the Royal Irisn Constabulary. Upon the 
Executive Committee of the Privy Couneil certify- 
ing to the Lord Lieutenant that adequate local po- 
lice forces have been established in every part of 
Ireland, then the Lord Lieutenant shall, 
within six months after such certifi- 
cation, order measures to be taken 
for causing the whole Irish censtabulary force to 
cease to exist as a police force. Wherever the area 
in which a local police force is established is part of 
the Dublin Metropolitan police aistrict the forego- 
ing regulations shall apply to the Dublin Metro- 
politan force. 

Seventh Schedule—Regulationsasto the House of 
Legislature, the members thereof and the Legisle- 
tive Council. There shall be a separate register of 
the elections, and councilors of the Legislative 
council, which shall be made, until 
otherwise provided by Irish act, fa 
like manner with the Parliamentary 
register of electors. Writs shall be issued for the 
election of such councilors at such time, not less 
than one nor more than three months before the 
day for the periodical retirement of coun- 
cilors, as the )ord Lieutenant in council 
shall fix. The Parliamentary register for elections 
shall. for the time being and until otherwise pro- 
vided by Irish act, be the register of electors of the 
Legislative Assembly of both houses, 

Annual sessions of the legislature shall be held. 
Any peer, whether of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain, England, Scotland or Ireland, shall be 
qualified to be a member of either House, bus the 
same person shall not be a member of both Houses. 
Unless otherwise provided by Irish act if same per- 
son is elected to a seat in each House, he shall 
before the eighth day after the next sitting of either 
House, elect in which House he will serve. Upon 
his makiag such election the seat in the other House 
will be vacant. If he does mot so elect, the seats in 
both Houses will be vacant. Transitory. 

The Lord Lieatensntin council may make regu-

One Firm Allowed to Sscure a Prac 
tical Monopoly._ : 
A SITUATION WHICH SEEM} TO WAR- 
RANT AN INVESTIGATION. 


Moffitt, West & Co. Favored by Com- 
missionsr Gilb:rt. in Emerzency or- 
ders Until Other Firms Refus» to Eid 
and Then They Make Rate: Which 
Are Outrageously Exorbitant — Mr. 
Moffitt fays Tha: if the City Is Over- 
charged It Is Commissioner Gilbert’s 
Fault. 


Once every three months the city advertises 
for drugs to be used at certain of the city 
institutions during that time. These insti- 
tutions are the Insane Asylum, the City Hos- 
pital, Female Hospital, Poor-house and the 
Work- house, ali of which are di gov- 
erned by the Board of Health, and are under 
the supervision of the Health Commissioners, 
byiwhomall bids for supplies must be ap- 
proved. Every quarter the physician in 
charge of these institutions makes out a list 
ofthe medicines and supplies which it ig 
presumed will be needed duringthe three 
months, and the contract for supplying 
which is awarded to the lowest bidder who 
complies with the requirements. In addition 
todrugs named in the list a demand fre- 
quently arises for some article not in- 
cluded, or of which the estimated quan- 
tity has proved insufficient, in which 
case an emergency order is made, which ac- 
cording toa long.established custom in such 
cases is generally sent to the house holding 
the contract. Upon these emergency orders 
it has usually been the practice to charge 
the same prices madeto the trade, which 
are as a rule a slight advance upon the 
the quotutions given in the contract. As 
the prices in the contract. are generally 
figured closely, the firm holdingthe same 
relies toa great extent upon these emer- 
gency orders for its profits upon the city’s 
trade. , 

FAVORITISM TO MOFFITT. 

John S. Momtt, President of the Mofitt- 
West Drug Co., is one of the Oharity Com- 
missioners and his firm have for some time 
past held the contract tor supplying the 
city with its drugs. For the past nine 
months they are said to have had a 
practical monopoly of the city’s dusiness 
as no other firm have put in a quotation ddr- 
ing that time. No little jealousy exists be- 
tween the different rms on this account, 
and many ot them openly claim that undue 
partiality is shown the Momtt Drug Co. in 
the letting of the contract and in the filing 
of the emergency orders. It IS also charged 
that this firm have taken advantage of their 
position to charge the city an excesstve price 
for the drugs supplied. 

Several wholesale drug houses, who in the 
past have at different times held contracts 
with the city, were asked to explain their 
reasons for declining to make a bid for the 
city’s trade. In every instance the same 
reason was given—inability to supply 
the drugs and make any profit for. 
themselves. When several firms are 
bidding for the contract, they claim 
it becomes necessary to put the price 
of the drugs so low as to leave practically no 
margin. This, however, would not affect 
their willingness to handle the business, if 
they were given an opportunity to fill the 
emergency orders at regular trade prices, as 
was the customin the past. For the last two 
years they state the Commissioner of Sup- 
plies has sentall emergency orders to the 
Momtt-West Drug Co., irrespective of who 
held the contract at the time, thus practically 
freezing out all other firms. 

At the last letting the only propasal sub- 
mitted was fromthe Moffitt-West Drug Co., 
and was of course accepted by the city. Some 
of the items therein show that the firm are 
making quite a large profitand are exacting 
the city prices ruling from 10 to 50 per cent 
higher than the regular trade prices. The 
sum total gives $2,203.06 as the contract price 
for the first three months of the year, a fig- 
ure said to be much in excess of what would 
have been the charge had competition 
been expected. A reporter obtained 
quotations from several of the wholesale 
druggists upon a number of the items it con- 
tained. The prices given were those usually 
charged retailers and the regular listed 
prices of the articles. In cases in which two 
different prices were quoted the highest in 
each case is given. 


SOME BIG OVERCHARGES. 

The first iiem on the list is acacia, whole, 
select No. 1, quoted at 8 cents a pound. The 
highest quotation furnished by the druggists 
places this at 78 cents. Upon the same page 
antifebrin is quoted to the city at $3 per 
2 whereas one of the largest druggists 

the city offered to sell this to the reporter 
at 60 cents per pound. 

Daring the some three months the city 
expects to us@ 210 pounds, of carbolic acid in 
crystals, and forthisthey will pay $68.80, in- 
steac of less than $45, at which it would be 
possible to obtain it. 

Oak um is quoted in the contract at $5 per 
bale, a fair price for which would be $4.50. In 
apparent disregard of the contract — 
one-half a bale is charged in the bill rendered 
to the Female Hospital at 8.

COMMISSIONER GILBERT INTERVIEWE 

Commissioner of Supplies Gilbert was 
to explain how it was that other drug 
failed tocompete for the city’s trade, and 
said that he supposed it was owing to the 
fact that there was not ent pro- 
fit it to satisfy them. He 
acknowledged that the Mofitt-West Drug Co. 
has practically had the field to themselves 
for some time past, and claimed at the last 
letting to have sent letters to several Of the 
leading wholesale houses asking them to 
make a bid. In reply he said he had been 
told that they did not want to handle the con- 
tract unless they were assured that all 
emergency orders would be sentto the firm 
whose proposal was accepted.

We are probably ina better posi- 
tion than any other house in the city to make 
a low price upon such a contract,’’ said Mr. 
Meyer, ‘‘but even though we tried cutting 
the figures down to actual- cost we have of 
late been unable to obtain thesame.

MR. MOFFITT HAS NO APOLOGIES. 

When seen by a reporter Mr. Moffitt was 
not inclined to discuss the termsof his con- 
tract with the public. The Commissioner 
of Supplies is paid by the city 
to do its buying, he said, and he is the 
man to give you what information you want 
about prices. We have nothing todo with 
the price the city pays. All we do 4s to make 
a bid, and if that is accepted or not fests en- 
tirely with the city. It is the duty ot the 
Commissioner of Supplies to buy the things 
and he is responsible for the prices *

How St. Louis Int-rests Suffer by Not 
Having Accommodations for Guests. 
The crowded condition of the hotels during 
the past week practically demonstrates that 
the St. Lonis hotel facilities are not what 
they should be, and that the city has out- 
grown its hotel enterprises to such an extent 
that it is with great difficulty and a source of 
no little inconvenience to even accommodate 
a convention of 300 persons. Last week

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AN OLD fFPOLITICIAN’s ADVICE 70 
PARENTS AND YOUNG MEN. 


He Reckons Four and a Half Years to 
Boe the Average Period Left for an Ex- 
President to Live—Only One Ex-Pres- 
ident Alive Now—Things Used to Be 
Difterent.

The following remarks were made in the 


course of a conversation which occurred 
shortly after the burial of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, ex-President of the United States. It 
may seeem unpatriotic and flippant, but it 
contains much truth and some humor, and 
deserves the attention of every American. 

**Eschew political ambition, my dear 
young friend,’’ saida citizen whose thick 
white lair and clear eyes spoke of long years 
welllived. He was speaking to a young man 
of education, good health and some fortune, 
who had deen expressing disgust at the neg- 
lect of the public service by prosperous 
young Americans and declaring his intention 
to go into politics. He could see no reason 
why he should not aspire to be President as 
much asacanal boatman’s assistant or any 
other poor boy of the kind, familiar in Amer- 
ican history. 


Nov, mind, I uo not object to politics on 


the ground that it is a disreputable calling, 
continued the old man. I lead this easy 
and agreeable life, not because! feel superior | 
to the politicians, but because I have a right 
under the constitution to live long and be 
happy. 

Why, sir, to be President is one of the 
most unhealthy occupations iu this country. 
It is worse than making needles. The aver- 
age length of life of needlemakers may be 
shorter than among Presidents, but then the 
President before assuming office has had at 
least thirty-five years at some occupation 
more healthy than needle-making. The 
fewness of years which a man is likely to en- 
joy on this earth after he has become Presi. 
dent is an appalling fact. 

It is the ambition of every American boy 
to become President, we are told by writers 
of school books and other famous persons. 1 
have also seen the remark of a French writer 
quoted with pride in an American History. 
Itisto this effect: ‘In France every man 
holds himself in readiness to be a slave; in 
the United States every man holds himseif in 


readiness to be President of the United 
States.’ Poor, innocent, little school-cbil- 
dren! Poor aspiring young men now hap- 
pily pulling canal-boats or splitting ralls! 
hey might hold themselves in readiness for 
Slavery of a mild kind with less danger of 
wae their lives miserably and untimely. 

It is a pernicious practice to bring a boy 
up with the hope of becoming President of 
the United States. No parents who have the 
interests of their children at heart would do 
it. Let the mothers of the country think of 
the death rate among Presidents and I am 
sure they will try tosuppressany such fatal 
ambition in their loved ones. 

‘*T havea son, a dear fellow, bright, am- 
bitious, full of metal and physical energy, 
who is just going into the world. I lave 
brought him up to be a dude, sir, and I am 
happy to say he is going to be one. It is not 
necessary to do this, you will say, in order to 

revent him from becoming President. No

THE STATESMAN CHOSEN TO TAKE CHARGE OF 
THE NATION'S FINANCES. 


That John Griffin Carlisle has been chosen 
to fill the Secretaryship of the Treasury in 
the Cleveland Cabinet hardly brings any 
added honorto the great Kentuckian. In 
the mind of his political party he already 
occupies a pinnacle that can only be over- 


topped when he reaches the Presidency. 
He began life at the bottom, and by his own 
energy, brains and force of character is 
likely to leave it at the top. He was born in 
Kentucky, Sept. 5, 1835. He had a common 
school education only, and taught school 
himself while he prosecuted the 1 
studies of law. He must ave been 
a precocious teacher, as he was ag. 
mitted to the bar at 23. He still 
bears more resemblance to the r 
than the statesman. He went into politics, 
as most Kentuckians do, simultaneously with 
going into law, and the very next year, 1859, 
was sent to the Kentucky House of Repre- 
sentatives. Four years later he declined the 
nomination for presidential: elector on the 
Democratic ticket, and he went to the State 
Senate in 1866. He was then 30 years of age, 
and from that time forward rose rapidly in 

pular esteem, He was re-elected to the 

nate in 1869. In the previous year, how- 
ever, he made his debut in the national polit- 
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man, that the Government had the power 
and ability to refund its debts at this 
lower rate of interest, was proved by the 
subsequent action of Secretary Windom in 
thus refunding it without any law whatever. 
Mr. Carlisle’s own political adherents were 
not sanguine of the success of the s- per- cent 
measure, but rather followed the judgment

Daniel Scott Lamont, who is slated for the

That 
was a famous convention—the one that fol- 
lowed close upon the exposure of the cor- 
ruption under Tweed. 

Every step inthe convention was con- 
tested, and Lamont is proud of saying that 
on every roll call he voted with Tilden. The 
fact attracted the attention of Mr. Tilden to 
the boy delegate from Cortland—by far the 
youngest member of the convention—and 
thus the two became acquainted. Tilden 
won. Tweed’s delegates were thrown out, 
and the reform delegates, under Oswald 
Ottendorfer, were seated. 


IN EVERY IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 


The acquaintance that was thus begun de- 
tween Mr. Tilden and Mr. Lamont quicky 
ripened intoa friendship that was never 
afterwards broken. Though Lamont was 
only 20 years of age, and was not a leader 
even in his own county, he ripened that 
friendship, which resulted in his being 
closer to Tilden in the counsels of the party 
than any other man in his following. He

On Friday morning Mr. Jacob Mahler, who 
has charge of this school, had a public exhi- 
bition of one of his classes, which consists of 
eight young girls, to whom he has given 
but eight orten lessons. A few ladies were 
invited to witness the performance, which 
proved to be most interesting. These 
girls danced with the ease and grace 
of professionals and delighted the audience, 
which was composed ofa number of well- 
known society ladies, some of whom have 
taken lessons in fancy dancing themselves, 
but do not care to have the fact given out to 
the public. 

Among the most beautiful and graceful 
figures was the Serpentine, a dance that 
requires infinite grace and agility. The 
Russian dance was full of queer and graceful 
movements, most of the steps being taken 
with both arms folded. The Amazon March 
was effective and the Gipsy Chorus, but 
the Bat Ballet, which is taken from the 
‘‘Ohimes of Normandy,’’ when the young 
Lord goes to his castle and finds it filled with 
these odious birds, was most unique and 
interesting. The young ladies each wore a 
coronet of black with horns like a bat pro- 
truding forward, and wings of black lined 
with crimson and studded with silver, 
shaped exactly like the pinions of a bat. 

The graceful and popular skirt-dance 
nearly every one has seen, but the Spanish 
dances and the Conjesse, which was much 
like an old-time negro dance, were less fa- 
miliar. 

Two young girls danced the tambourine 
dance after the whole class had done so, and 
they introduced a few new figures, kicking 
the tambourines to keep time with the music 
with perfect ease. Two of the young girls 
went through exercises of strength, also to 
show their agility, for, no weakly delicate 
woman can become a good fancy dancer, 
and those who are ambitious to learn what is 
known in the ballet as toe walking must 
have their first three toes the same length 
by nature, or they never learn to do toe 
walking successfully, which goes to prove 
that dancers are born as well as made. One 
of the young ladies showed how easy it is to 
sit down flaton the floor with both legs ex- 
tended straight out at the sides, and two 
others stood back to back, one passing her 
arms around her companion and lifting her 
easily to a sition across her hips as she 
bent herself double while supporting the 
weight of her companion. She then placed 
her arm around her partner and lifting her 
so that she rested upon ber hip with her face 
bent backward, she executed some steps as 
if she carried no burden at all, and the girl 
doing the lifting was slenderi and cefillly 
built.

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as QUEEN OR CARDINAL. 


Great Stars That Achieved Fame Through 
the Tragedy of “‘Henry VIII. 

It is probable that no other of Shakspeare’s 
plays give rise to so much diversity of opin- 
ion as to its authorship as does ‘*Hepry 
VIII.“ Many scholarly and acute critics as- 
sign portions of it to Fletcher, but the pre- 
ponderance of testimony seems to satisfy 


most students that it is the produet ion of the 
**myriad-minded’’ author. Many com- 
mentators, however, refuse to accept the 
theory that Shaxspeare had any hand in the 
play. These generally credit Massinger with 
the authorship of —7 — of the text that 
in their opinion is not Fletcher’s, but it is too 
g000 for Massinger if not good enough for 
Shakspeare, and the scene of the trial of the 
Queen at Blackfriars seems to be infused 
with the strength and spirit of the poet who 
wrote the trial of Hermione in ' rThe Win- 
ter’s Tale. ‘*Thedate of this work is given 
as 1613. About the date of its first produce - 
tion there is also some doubt, although the 
best historic account would seem to show 
that ‘‘Henry VIII.“ was first produced June 
29, 1613, at the Globe Theater, London, 

The memorable connection of the Kemble 
family with Henry VIII.“ did not begin 
until about 1788, when Mrs. Siddons, by far 
the most giftea of the number, essayed the 
role of Katherine, and John Kemble, though 
a well established favorite in London, was 
content to play the comparatively small part 
of Cromwell. It was Mrs, Siddons, 3 
who first took a special interest in the role o 
Katherine, for when Johnson had asked her 
five years or so previously which of Shaks- 
peare’s heroines she preferred she promptly 
replied, ‘‘Katherine o Aragon. 

Edmund Kean was the first of the nine- 
teenth century actors to add Wolsey to 
hisample repertoire, which he did in 1822 
at the Drury Lane Theater, and it was in 
this role only that Charles Kean is said to 
have equaled his illustrious father. 

Henry VIII.“ was not in the repertoire 
of the Hallam company who founded the 
American Theater, and was 75 performed in 


this country before the inning of this 
century, but from the days ofthe Old Park 
Theater it was always a famillar N 7 pece 
in New York until recent years. C. W. Coul- 
dock made his first appeassece in America as 
Wolsey, supporting Charlotte Cushman, in 
1849. _ Miss Cushman last acted Katherine in 
New York at Booth’s Theater in 1874, to the 
Wolsey of George Vandenhoff and the King 
of D. W. Waller. Charlotte Cushman durin

He challenges Tur- 
iddu (biting the ear,as was the rustic Sicilian 
custom). Turiddu, though regretting his 
past evil course, accepts the challenge and is 
killed by Alfio. 

The numerous settings different parts of 
this opera have recelved at the hands of in- 
strumentalists and vocalists are the dest 
evidences of its popularity, and in this case 
it may be sald of its value.

| SOME REMAIN AMERICANS;WHILE OTH. 


KES BECOME SNOBS ABROAD. 
— 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Paris, Feb, 11.~The air over herein Eu- 
rope is filled .with rumors as to the future 
Ministers of the United States at the great 
capitals. Forthere is one point of official 
etiquette that is always fixed and immutable 
concerning our Ministers abroad. Their 
resignations are always to de tendered at the 
moment of the inaugurationDfa new Prost - 
dent. Ibdelieve that this rule holds good, 
even if the incoming Chief of the 
State belong to the same poli- 
tical party as his predecessor. 80 
itis allthe more obligatory when the new 
President is of different politics. And the dif- 
ferent Anierican colonies of London, 8, 
Vienna and st. Petersburg are spe cu 
with interest as to who and what their re- 
‘spective social leaders ars tobe. For the du- 
ties of an American Minister at a European 
capital are, to a great degree, distinctively 
social no less than diplomatic. The Brit- 
ish Ambassador, on the contrary» 
is never called upon to ro · 
ceive any of his wandering countrymen 
of his own: nationality or residents on the 
Continent in any bat an official capacity. No 
English person who has not been presented 
at Court in London is allowed to claim such 
presentation to a foreign sovereign at the 
hands of his ambassador. The pitiless rules 
of British caste avail to wave those who are 
not ‘‘born’’ (to use a phrase from the Ger- 
man language) into the background from 
whence they may not emerge to press any 
requests for social privileges on their ambas- 
sador. The average Briton is as the dust 
beneath the feet of the haughty nobles that 
represent the person of Queen Victoria at the 
courts of continental Europe, Even repub- 
li¢an France accordsto her citizens in for- 


eign lands no claims for social privileges at 


the hands of her ambassadors. But it is a 
significant sigh ofthe times that the com- 
plaints made by the Frenth residents in 
London concerning the manner in which 
they have always been, socially 
speaking, ignored by M. Wadding- 
ton, will probably lead to the, replacing 
of that gentleman in his present post as 
French Ambassador to England, pure and 
prominent statesman though he be. 

But in fact the atmosphere ot the British cap- 
ital seems to exercise a peculiar and deleter- 
ious influence upon those gentlemen who are 
appointed to represent there the government 
ofa Republic, and it is probable that M. 
Waddington has become subject to that in- 
fluence. The number of prominent Amer- 
ican statesmen who, on becoming Min- 
isters to London, straightways parted with 
allamfiliation with their native land, is simp- 
lyamazing. They suffered a change into 
something that, like Queen Anne, as her 
chosen motto asa sovereign declared her to 
be, was entirely English.’’ Speech, aspect, 
ways of living, manner ot thought, all turned 
into something more British than the dome 
of St. Paul's. Above all. English snobbish- 
ness is apt to seize upon the American Min- 
ister as swiftly, as thoroughly and with as 
deadly an effect as the plague or the chol- 
era. Let me here hasten to declare 
that our two latest representatives at Lon- 
don, Messrs. Robert Lincoln and Edward J. 
Phelps, eutirely escaped even the slightest 
touch of the contagion. They remained 
Americans of the United States, even though 
immensely popular in English society. 

It has been reported on this side of the 
water thatthe last named gentleman may 
possibly become the Secretary of the State of 


is indeed called upon to fill that 
high office, his task in selecting the 
individuals who are to fill the positions of 
American Ministers will be an easy one so 
farasa knowledge of what our representa- 
tives at foreign courts ought to be is con- 
cerned. He will only need to contemplate 
his own character and his own career during 
the period of his functions as our Minister at 
London. He came to replace a man of brin- 
lant genius, the late James Russell Lowell, 
who had become the petted darling ofthe 
British aristocracy and who got spoiled in 
the process. He rose to such heights of 
social grandeur that he disdained to show 
ordinary courtesy, not only to the average 
American tourists (who were his country 
people after all), but to his equals inthe 
diplomatic service of the United States. I 
have repeatedly heard the American Min- 
isters accredited to the various capitals of 
the Continent at that epoch speak bitterly of 
the snubs they had been compelled to endure 
from their celebrated colleague at London, 
He scorned to return in person the 
calls of these gentlemen, but would 
send to them dis card by his 
colored servant, which reminds one of the 
story ofthat Congressman who arrived at 
Washington, and was much puzzled by the 
letters R. S. V. P. affixed tosundry dinner invi- 
tations that he received. On having the 
meaning thereof explained to him he adopted 
the practice of putting the initials 8. B. A. N. 
on his visiting cards, when he sent them out 
and did not leave them in person. On being 
asked for the interpretation thereof he stated 
that it meant Sent By A Nigger.’’ 


It may be understood that the colleagues 
of Mr. Lowell were not content with the 8. 
B A. N. style of calling. One angry Minister 
came near making the discourtesy of the poet 
a subject ot complaint to the State Depart- 
ment. But from this course of action he was 
dissuaded by some of his American friends 
in Paris. It would have been nouse. Ameri- 
can ladies fared no better at the hands of 
Mr. Lowell when they came to request some 
courtesy or privilege from him. One well- 
known society lady of New York, who, 
on such an occasion had made use 
inadvertently, of the phrase entitled to’’ 
to express her possible privileges in London 
society after having been presented at court, 
received trom Mr. Lowell such a reprimand 
that she left the office of the legation in 
tears. 

His former friends from the United States 
used to get snubbed unmercifully by this 
petted darling of the British aristocracy. 
On the first occasion of his visiting Paris 
after receiving his appointment, Mr. 
George Walker, then ‘the American 
Consul-General at that city, who 
had known Mr. Lowell very well at home in 
bygone days, hastened to call upon him and 
to tender him the compliment of a large din- 
ner party to be specially organized in his 
honor. He was received with such chilling 
discourtesy that the visit came to an abrupt 
termination and the entertainment never 
took place. 

With the advent of Mr. Edward J. Phelps 
as his successor a new era of affairs 
was inaugurated. I never had myself any

A LANDMARK GONE. 


Demolition ofan Ancient Dwelling Which 
Stood for Years on a Mound Top. 


During the past week an old frame house 
perched on the top ofa high mound on the 
west side of Ninth street, between Victor 
and Barton streets, has been torn down, 
preparatory to the removalof the hill to a 
level with the street grade. The old building 
was tenanted with occupants up to the time 
of its demolition, and for many years has 


been a noted landmark, as seen from a long 
distance in the adjoining region and by the 
passengers on the electric street railway 
that ran close to the base on the eastern side. 
The mound was ascended by a flight of 
wooden stairs and was gradually decreased by 
the removel of dirt so that the dwelling was 
left on a spot scarcely larger than its founda- 
tion, with no water, and within a step or 
two of dangerous perpendicular cliffs from 
40 to 50 feet high on the sides. The hill 
sloped on all sides and was encompassed by 
pit holes and quarry excavations. 

Among the occupants of adjoining rest. 
dences was Capt. Henry Guibor, who resided 
on the hiil before and afterthe war. On the 
western side, nearthe cornerof Tenth and 
Barton, is asmall story and a half frame 
house once owned and occupied by Gen. 
Grant. It is now owned 
Holweg, a niece of Capt. ‘ 
The same old well which supplied the Grant 
family with cool and limpid water is still in 


use. 

The old house, just demolished, was owned 
once by John Hinwood. An unpleasant 
memory connected with it was the brutal 
murder by a man who brained his wife with 
awagon spoke, for which he changed his 
residence to the Penitentiary. 

The ownership of the property belonged for 
years to the estate of the late Dr. B. F. Shu- 
— 8 his representative being an only daugh- 

er.

_ This guard against forgery is highly es- 
tee med in the business world, and in some 
caseb is considered ta be invihcible. A 
shrewd business man will refuse to advance 
money on a note upless the person who 
Presents it is well identified, and the paying- 
telier of a bank will not cash a check or 
draft, unless he sees at the Bottom of it the 
- autograph ot the signer, garnished with his 
secret marks. 

Many peculiar signatures been 
formed by men who had rea- 
son to fear and to dread 
forgery. Every one has heard of F. E. Spin- 
ner’s eccentric sign manual. When he be- 
came United States Treasurer he determined 
to create a signature to attach to greenbacks 
_ which no forger or counterfeiter could imi- 
tate without danger of detection. He suc- 
ceeded very well. Jay Gould had a striking 
signature. It defies delineation, and verily 
laughs at the accepted forms of letters. Yet 
it is simple, not complicated with curves and 
some say is an easy mark for the forger, for 
whose confusion it was designed. A railroad 
official in Southern Missouri has gone so far 
as to ignore the usual hiero- 
gly phics which represent the letters 
of the alphabet, and he employs for signa- 
ture purposes a set ofarbitrary signs of his 
own.

A WORKING AGE, THIS. 


But Much of the Working Energy Is Sad- 
ly Misdirected. 

The following extract from the sermon of 
Rev. David Swing, D. D., of Chicago, 
preached last Sunday, is of interest to those 
blessed with municipal pride: 

We all indeed live in a working age, but 
this industry is poured out too exclusively 
upon one object—the maxing and securing of 
property. Young men hasten through col- 


lege, skipping over great books and great 
years that they may the sooner reach the 
busy scenes around money. Itis a sad blun- 
der to hasten by the lands where the Greeks 
and Romans exhausted centuries of work 
upon language, sentiment, eloquence and ali 
beauty, sad to dash by these charms, that we 
may get to the market-place the sooner. 
Work is not only an accumulation of money, 
it — also a being. It is a color ofthe human 
soul. 

Our energetic city has suddenly come upon 
a form of its weakness: its energy is all in 
one direction. It can pursue business, but it 
cannot governand adorn itself. It cannot 
executealaw. Itcannot clean a street or 
superintend a contract, because there are no 
minds or hearts that are running in those di- 
rections. The general industry is all toward 
the affairs of the individual. But the streets 
would all fall under the general law of Mr. 
Ruskin and can be made beautiful only by 
an enormous quantity of labor and devotion. 
The homes of this eity are neat and beautiful 
because each home comes underthe care of 
some personal soul, but all that part of the 
city which is public catches no love or care 
fromanybody. It is more friendless than the 
old blind horse turned out to die on the com- 
mors, for the humane society will carry that 
horse a bucket of wateranda bundle of hay; 
but as for tue city, it has not even the 
humane society for its friend. . 

It is a neglected orphan, deaf, dumb, blind 
and poor. If fault finding could save it we 
clergymen could make it a New Jerusalem in 
two days; if resolutions could make the 
place beautiful the woman’s movement last 
summer would have made untidiness a mat- 
ter of history. Whatthe city needs is some 
men who have the disposition and the power 
to be itsfrienis, Somebody must come with 
love to make the foreground and back- 
ground, and to reveal painstaking work. As 
the picture, the statute, the book, the poem 
are made by work sothe city must be made 
by devotion. Toask our city to be anything 
under the existing apathy is like askinga 
Virginia contraband to take a whitewash 
brush and reproduce The Angelus.

Tune writer represents himself as a person 
wearing a silver domino who intrudes on a 
great company of notabilities and addresses 
to them the remarks contained in his publica- 
tion. As a matter of fact it would be more 
suggestive to describe him as running amuck 
among them, dealing large gashes right and 
left. He has evidently a good deal of knowl- 
edge of what he writes about and more or 
less personal familiarity with the characters 
he brings in, although there are, no doubt, 
many exaggerations. For instance, it is 
hardly probable that Mr. Gladstone has been 
accustomed to bore him for hours with his 
conversation. 

If the book did not show so much unmis- 
takable knowledge it would not have caused 
as much speculation and irritation as it has. 
The English papers are making guesses as 
to its authorship.

The Saturday Review, 
whichis treated with much unkindness in 
the course of the book, is particularly severe. 

The specimens of British nobility most 
prominent in society are denounced for lack 
of manners, morals and brains, and con- 
trasted unfavorably with their social in- 
feriors, while their ancestors are referred to 
as beingsin every way admirable. He de- 
clares himself anti-clerical, and breaks out 
into blasphemy occasionally, but deplores 
the prevalent looseness of British morals.

With the warm sunlight of the past week 
that broke the ice locks from the earth signs 
of life became apparent in the deer paddock, 
By that one means the ordinary signs of 
every day life, for it is not to be supposed 
that the deer has spent the last two months 
within the shelter. On the contrary when 
the little pond within their inclosure froze 
over they tried their hand, or their feet 
rather, at walking across the strange smooth 
surface, a matter which their sharp pointed 
hoofs enabled them to do with much more 
ease and grace than their floundering neigh- 
bors, the awkward buffaloes, who slipped 
and slid and tumbled over the ice with much 
imminent danger to life and limb. : j 

Now that the water has once more resumed 
its natural state the little fawns will be out 
every day to wade in the shallows. Ina 
month or two, if you are interested in natural 
history, it will pay you to make frequent 
visits to the paddock for towards the end of 
spring that curious phenomenon of 
the sprouting of the horns com- 
mences.

Once 
this process sets in the growth of the horns 
proceeds with marvelous rapidity. The size 
they attain depends, however, on the de- 
velopment oftheanimal. The antlers of a 
full-grown stag will be produced in ten 
weeks. Whenthe horns are new they are 
soft and highly sensitive and are covered 
with what is known asthe ‘‘velvet,’’a del- 
icate hairy coating full of blood vessels. 
When the antlers have attained their full 
growth a rim of bony substance called the 
‘*burr’’ begins to form at the base of the 
born and this gradually presses in, cutting 
off the supply of nutriment to the blood 
vessels. The velvety covering then be- 
gins to dry and shrivel up. Like the 
dry seab on a man’s skin it peels of 
and the deer helps this process along by rub- 
bing its antlers against trees or any other hard 
surface. Grooves are seen to furrow the sur- 
face marking the place of the former blood 
vessel. The horns are now hard and devoid 
of sensation. They are a formidable weapon, 
and are brought Into use during the breeding 
season. When this time is over they are 
shed, reappearing, however, tn the following 
spring and continuingto grow larger and 
heavier as the deer attains its full growth. 

It would be worth anybody’s while to 
watch this interesting manifestation, and it 
can be seen every season at Forest Park. 
Just now the bucks are onthe point of shed- 
Ging their branching antlers, and early in 
March they will drop off. Then the regener- 
ation process will at once set in. 

There are inthe paddock at Forest Park 
three species of deer. The Virginia deer, 
the axis deer and the elk. Of course, the 
Virginia, or park deer, as they are called 
in this country, are the most nu- 
merous. The Forest Park Zoological 
Association own forty-two in all, but some 
of these are at Benton and Carondelet Parks. 
There are only two axis deer and four elks. 
Most of the park deer have been dcnated and 


they form a pretty ornament to an inclosure 
when young, but as they grow older they are 
inclined to be vicious and not easy to handle. 

The axis deer are considered the prettiest 
by those who havea fondness for loud col- 
ors. This species is known as the spotted 
deer, because the spots that are common to 
sO many species of deer when young are in- 
— in their case and remain through 

0. 

The elk are the finest specimens of the deer 
family, their shoulders,when full developed 
being higher than those ofa horse. The hea 
measure is two feet in length and the ant- 
tlers, which are broadly palmated, often 
weigh as much as fifty or sixty unds. For 
this reason the neck is short and stout. 
animals are covered with a thick coarse 
of brownish color, longest on the neck 
and throat. Just now, however, it 
would be pretty hard to tell ust 
what colorthey are, so thick is the coating 
of mud they have picked up from the slush 
ground.

TO CURE INVALIDS. 


Associat-d Physicians Investigating the 
Climatic Conditions of Health Res-rts. 


Quite a number of prominent physicians of 
Boston, Philadelphia and Ohicago have 
formed an association known as the Amer- 
ican Health Resort Association and have 
undertaken to collect information about 
Climates and resorts best adapted for the 
prevention and cure of consumption,asthma, 
bronchitis, Bright’s disease of the kidneys, 
catarrh and skin diseases. chiefy for the 
benefit of the medical profession in America 
ana Europe. The members of the associa- 
tion have decided to hold their first meeting 
in Chicago during the World’s Fair in con, 
nection with the Medico-Climatologists 
Congress, when it will doubtiess turn 
the attention of the thinking peo- 
ple to this long neglected subject 
and awaken interest in the plan 
of the American Invalid Ald Society, the aim 
of which is to save a portion of the worthy 
invalids of this class. 

Physicians have at last come to the conclu- 
sion that the reports sent out dy land boom- 
ers and quack doctors regarding the merits 
of certain climates, as being particularly 
adapted to diseases of an almost incurable 
nature, are fraudulent, and have decided to 
makea thorough investigation of climates 
for the benefit of the profession and the un- 
fortunates. The Boston Board of Health 
in its last annual report pronounced con- 
sumption to be infectious in its nature, and 
where 1,500 of their people die of the dis- 
ease annually, thousands of helpless invalids 
are constantly struggling in the whirl- 
pool of tuberculosis, sooner or later to 
meet their fate unless they are rescued 
by a timely change to the climate which 1s 
best adapted to their condition. The partic- 
ular thing that is agitating the physicians of 
the world is what is the best climate for 
those who are affitcted with consumption, 
bronchit's, catarrh, asthma and bay fever, 
and especially consumption. For years past 
consumptives, as well as physicians, have 
deemed it advisable to goto the coast, to 
Colorado or to New Mexico when the first 
symptoms of consumption are discovered, 
but from statistics that have been gathered 
during the past few ybars it has been ascer- 
tained that more deaths from consumption 
occur on the coast and in advertised health 
resorts than in cities in the West, which 


ness in the latter piace. The death rate 
from consumption in St. Louis during the 
past few years isconsiderable less than it 
has been either in Washington, D. C., Chi- 
cago. San Francisco, Cal., Boston or any re- 
sorts inthe West or on the seacoasts. This 
fact has set the physicians to thinking, and 
they are no longer willing to advise con- 
sumptives to visit resorts without some more 
definite knowledge of the climatic conditions 
than they now possess. 

When the association meets in Chicago 
the health resorts of the entire country will 
be thoroughly discusse 1 and the reports of 
prominent physicians who have made the 
subject a study for years past and who 
have taken the pains to gather statistics per- 
taining to the death rate of consumptives in 
various localities will be interesting not only 
to the profession of this country but of 
Europe. The physicians of the United States 
are now considering this question as one of 
great importance and the result of the con- 
ference between the American Health Resort 
Association and the Medico Climatologist 
Congress will prove a boonto the medical 
profession, as it will also prove beneficial to 
the thousands of consumptives who are will- 
ing and anxious to be thoroughly and intelll- 
gently informed as to their hopes of recovery, 
iftheir healthcan be restored, by visiting 
any of the numerous health resorts that are 
extensively advertised throughout the United

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A SOCIAL ORGANIZATION WHICH I8 IN- 
TERESTED IN MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


It Has Planned the Sewerage System for 
the Western Portion ef the City and 


Aided Materially in Securing the 
Smoke Ordinance—Working Now for 


a Free Library. 


The recent movement inaugurated by the 
Supreme Council of the Legion of Honor to 
take an active part in the discussion of mat- 
ters which primarily tend to the advance- 
ment of the city’s interests is as novel to 
organizations of that kind as itis commend- 
able. The members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, ofthe Mercantile and Commercial 
Clubs have from time to time proved them- 
selves very potent factors in inaugurating 
and carrying out measures and enterprises 
which have redounded to the general good of 
the city. These measures were not of a 
political or religious character but such as 
affected the health, morals, wealth and wel- 
fare of the entire community, irrespective of 
political parties or religious creeds. 

And now comes the Legion of Honor, a 
purely socialand benevolent organization, 
with its 5,000 members drawn from the ranks 
of every class of thrifty citizens in the com- 
munity, aud takes a stand among the other 
bodies of representative St. Louisans who 
are working for the enhancement of the 


city’s interests. a 
Although this move does not come strictly 
within the scope of the objects and purposes 
for which the Legion was organized, the 
admirable results which have already been 
achieved, and which the members are likely 
to attain in the future will certainly war- 
rant them in continuing the good work 


already so successfally begun. 
THE NEW IDEA. 

About a year ago, shortly after the election 
of officers which resulted in making Mr. 
Breckinridge Jones the Supreme Chancellor 
of the Order, a meeting of the Supreme 
Council was held at which anumber of prum- 
inent citizens and gentleman well posted on 
the subject were invited to be present and 
give their views on a plan to properly drain 
and carry off the sewage of the section of 
the city lying west of Vandeventer avenue. 

It was an innovation upon the proceedings 
of all prior meetings, and much tothe sur- 
prise of the newly elected officers there was 
more than the usual attendance that night, 
and a decidedly unusual interest taken in the 
proceedings. 

The views expressed at thatand subsequent 
meetings were embodied in pamphiet form, 
and thousands of copies distributed through. 
out the city where it was thought they would 
do the most good. This caused the Board of 
Improvements and the Board of Health to 
take active stepsin the matter, and the en- 
tire district was gone over and thoroughly 
examined by President Burnet and Chief 
Sanitary Officer Francis. 

To give due credit to these papers, which 
were published in full in the Post-DIsPaTcH 
at the time, it must be said that they will 
form the basis of all future action in the 
direction of supplying vroper sewers for the 
Western section of the city. 

SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The next subject to engage the attention of 
he members of the Legion of Honor was 
the abatement of the smoke nulsance. 
Papers were read at several meetings 
called for the purpose and duly publishea. 
These, together with the vigorous crusade 
made by the Post-DIsPATCH against the nul- 
sance, resulted in the framing of an ordi- 
nance on tue subject which has passed the 
Municipal Assembly, and which the Mayor 
signed on Friday. 

In the same manner other points of 
sanitation have been taken up,such as clean- 
ing the streets, obtaininga supply of purer 
water and the like. 

The movement for cleaner streets and 
purer water was agitated only recently and 
the members have pledged themselves to 
give their most earnest support in every way 
to accomplish these ends. It is not intended 
of course, that the question of politics shal 
playa prominent part in these measures. 
Nevertheless, it is distinctly understood that 
an effort will be made to place those men in 
office who will pledge themselves to work 
towards the attainment of these ends. There 
are 3 four different counclls of the Le- 
gion which hold meetings in every section of 
4 city. Besides the benevolent purposes 
for which the order was mainly organized, 
the members realize the fact that there Is a 
bond of unity existing among them, and that 
there is necessarily a community of interest

THREE GOOD RECIPES. 


There isa little club out in Long Island 
whose three members meet every week for 
experience talks, congenial society and com- 
mon benefit. Each member is an experi- 
enced and sxillful housekeeper, and each 
member is the proud possessor of a number 
of excellent old recipes which are men- 
tioned only on these state occasions. The 
secret of three delicious dishes was 
divulged last week, and was thougntfully 
jotted down for the benefit of those who have 
not enjoyed the educational advantages of 
this or a similar club. 

BRANDY Snaps,—(Called brandy snaps 
because they are usually served with coffee.) 
One medium-sized cup of butter, one of 
molasses. Putin a pan overthe fire and 
stir, When bojling hot pour the mixture on 
two cups of flour in which has been sprinkled 
a teaspoonful of sifted ginger and a teaspoon- 
fuloflemon juice, Mix thoroughly, let it 
stand half an hour, then bake in a piping 
hot oven on large shallow pans. Drop the 
mixture in small lumps, aboutas large as a 
chocolate cream. Dip your finger in cold 
water and flatten, arranging them on the 
pan so as to allow for spreading and not 
running into each other. Watch carefully 
fora minute after the pan has been put in 
the oven, or they will burn, and when they 
are removed from the pan, if too hot, they 
will be too soft to roll. If too cold they will 
break in removing from the pan, and here is 
where skill is required. 

ENGLISH CHRISTMAS CAE. Half a pound 
ofbutter, creamed and thoroughly mixed 
with half a pound of sugar, added to two 
Well-beaten eggs. Half a pound ot flour, a 
cup of dried currants and any fla vor you like. 
Same directions for baking as forthe brandy 
snaps, only don’t roll when done, and bake 
at once. Put in the pan in lumps, flatten and 
Pave the oven roasting hot. 

For a supper or luncheon dish there’s noth- 
ing betterthan potted liver. It should be 
served with hot toast. Hereare the direc- 
tions for making it: 

POTTED LiveR.—Get sweet, fresh liver— 
calves’ liver is best—boil until tender, and 
while hot remove the skin and stringy fiber. 
Bruise with a mallet,softening now and then 
with the hot broth. Whenitisentirely free 


from lumps, acreamy mass, season highly 
with pepper, sait mace and cloves. Butter
